It was desira- 
bie that quick action should be had in his case,, 
and so, after the recess, the nomination was re- 
ported baek, and Mr. Clarkson was promptly 
confirmed, 

Ineluding the eight members of his Cabinet, ' 
President Harrison has thus far made 62 
neminations. This number seems ridiculously 
‘small to the army of office seekers whe are 
swarmi about Washington. They think 60 
neminatipns ajiay would be much nearer the 
propér figuté. No more nominatiens will be 
sent to the Senate by President Harrison this 
‘week, forthe Senate has adjourned over until 
‘Monday. This will'be a — disappointment 
to the place hunters, and some of them will 
become so discouraged by Monday that a 
failure to secure recognition then will arive 
‘them home witn nothing but board bills te 
slow for their stay in Washington. 


Mr. Clarkson’s selectien for i First Assistant 
Postmaster-Gereral is received with great glee 
by the friends of ex-Senator George M. Chilcott 
of Colorado, who are pushing that gentioman 
for the office of Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. There are’a dozen or 80 candidates 
for this plaee, but the Chilcots people say their 
only real competitor is ex-Gov. Stone of Iowa, 
the centest having narrowed Gown to these 
two. Iowa, they insist, caunot expect to have 
both the Land Office and the ehief place in the 
Post Office Department, and so they regard Mr. 
Chileott as the coming Land Commissioner. 
Senator Teller is the leading backer of Chilcott, 
and it is understood that if Chiloutt gets the 
place it will be run in accordance with Teller’s 
plans and to suit the interests of a class of land 
spesulators who. flourished while,he was Seore- 
tary of the Interior. 


It is concluded from the fact that a commis- 
sion has been chosen to attend to the settle- 
ment of the controversy with Germany about 
Samoa that Mr. Blaine will not so far depart 
from the methods of his predecessors as to dis- 
card diplomaey in the adjustment of interna- 
tienal disputes. If this should prove a disap- 
pointment to a great many persons, who have 
pinned their faith upom his ability to scare 
Germany into an admission of the propriety of, 
abandoning Samoa to the United States, it will 
not be because Mr. Blaine has said anything to 
ustify sueh an expectation. On the contrary, 
© gave notice, through the leading editoris) 
columns of the Zribune some time before he per- 
mitted Mr. Harrison to announce that he would 
be Secretary of State, that it would be umrea- 
sonable to expect that old metheds would’be 
dispensed with. He also remarked, through Mr. 
Reid, that diplomacy was slow, and that one 
could not do everything in a minute. Mr. 
Blaine has employed the man to lead the com- 
mission who gan the contreversy about 
Somoa under Secretary Frelinghuysen. As 
Minister to Germany be exchanged general 
letters on the subject with the Imperial Gov- 
erament about the efforts to maintain peace at 
Apia. Just why Mr. Phelps shou)d have been 
Mr. Bates, 
the third member of the commission, was the 
American Commissioner sent out by Mr. Bay- 
ard in 1886.

The course of Secretary Tracy in regard to the 
gunboat Yorktown and the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius.is to be watched with great interest 


in naval circles. When Seeretary Whitne 
went out of office he left both of these vessels 
practically completed. Both haa-had their 
} steam trials, and had attained results satisfac- 
tory to the ex-Secretary of the Navy. As far 
as the Yorktown is concerned, it is not, 
thought that any reason can be alleged for giv- 
ing her another trial before accepting her, and 
itis believed that she will be accepted as soonas’ 
the dynamos for running her electric light plant 
arein position. Representative Boutelle attacked 
‘the Yorktown before the adjournment of Con- 
gress for not attaining as great speed or horse 
ower as the Areber, a gunboat in the English 

avy, somewhat larger than the Yorktowrm. A 
comparison of the two vessels to be fair, ought, 
it is maintained by naval oflicers, to take tnto ao- 
count their differences and the different 
couditions of their trials. The Archer has a 
record of 3,755 horse power. and 17.58 
knots an hour, while the record of the 
Yorktown is 3,398. horse power and 16.14 
kpots an hour for four hours.. The Yorktown 
has a normal displacement of 1,703 tons, and 
on her trial was weighted down to this figure. 
Tne Archer, on the other hand, has a normal 
displacement of 1,710 tons, but made her trial 
trip with enly 1,630 tons displacement. The 
Yorktown has 330 tons of machinery, while the 
Archer, being a larger vessel, has 350. This 
difference in weight of machinery expialns the 
differenee in the horse power of the two Ves-, 
sels, while the fact that the Archer, with her 
more powerful machinery, was tried light and 
in smooth water, while the Yorktown carried 
all her weights and was tried at sea in almost a 
gale, accounts, in a great measure, for the differ- 
ence of speed. 

‘The Yorktown has shown herseifto have 398 
more horse power than her contract calls for, 
and ofticers of the navy do not think it-Jikely 
that her acceptance will be delayed beyond the 
time required to completely finish her. There 
is not so much certainty as to the Vesuvius. 
She has bad her steam trial and the trial of her 
pneumatic dynamite guns for accuracy, and 
both have been indorsed by ex-Secretary Whit- 
ney as satisfactory; but she is yet te have 
a trial to test the rapidity with which her guns 
can be manipalated.on board. The contractors 
are Dow preparing for this trial, and are confi- 
dent of a satisfactery result.* It is possible, 
however, that the vessel may have to submit to 
another steam trial before she is finally ac- 
edpted. She has far exceeded the requirements 
of the law under which she was built, which re- 
quired only 20 knots an hour, while she at- 
tained a speed of 21.64 knots. The trial was 
not made under the eonditions first prescribed 
by the contract, but under modifications made 
by Secretary Whitney. On this ground there 
has been some criticism, and some gen- 
tlemen who were in former Repub- 
lican Administrations., woula, undoubdt- 
edly, like to see Secretary Tracy refuse 
to accept her from the contractors. Secretary 
Whitney took the ground that-he had a right to 
change the conditions of the: trial within the 
statute at any time. While some naval officers 
do not believe that the Vesnvius could maintain - 
her requirea speed of 20 knots for a run of four 
hours, there is no doubts that she bas attained a 
speed of 1.64 knots more than required by the 
statute. The Naval —— bill passed 
- by the Congress which has just adjourned au- 
thorizes the construetion of another vessei of 
the Vesuvius type, provided the Secretary of 
the Navy shall be satisfied as to the efficiency 
of the Vesuvius, and it is on this provision that 
the critics of Secretary Whitney’s administra- 
tion hope to induce Secretary Tracy to hang a 
pretext for another trial of the Vesuvius.

‘be elbow sleeves were fizished with a deep 
puff of black Brusseis net, whieh was caught at 
the wrist with a band of dull gold beads.

The objests and 
purpose of the organiza , a8 deelared in the 
eharter, are “to construct, operate, maintain, 
promote, and develop various works of public 
and private improvements in the Republic of 
Mexico.” ; 
The present case shows that the real objects 
and purposes of the organization were the pur- 
chase of lottery franchises and privileges and 
the carrying on of the lottery business. It had 
ne other purpose, nor has it any other business. 
The charter is afranad on the Jaw ef the State. 
Unless the lottery business privilege is specially 
granted by the State the lottery business is pro- 
bibited by the law of Lonisiana. The interest of 
the complainant and of the intervenor is that 
of stockholders of the organizations in the erig- 
inal issue ef $1,000,000 of stovk, upon whic 
notone dellar has been paid, but ail of which 
was issued as fully paid, and all of which was 
given out and distributed under the pretense ef 
aying forlabor and services rendered, but in 
act for the purchase of lottery privileges.

THE GOLD EXCITEM 


PROBABLY GOT UP*»TO .BOOM 
THE < MEXI OAN*OOMPAN As 
HAT PRESIDENT WELLES'SAYS ABOUT. 
_ ITS ‘ AFFAIRS—OBLIGATIONS }OF —E 
¢ COMPANY UNDER ITS GEANTS. 
At the Broadway offices of the ‘Interna-, 
"tional Company of Mexico yesterday many ‘in< 
-quiries were made for the condition of affaira in . 
‘Lower California. To one and all President 
' Welles told in substance the same story, in ef- 
fect, that no private advices of any trouble had 
“been received, and it was the policy of the com- 
pany to depreeasts and discourage anything like 
@ wild rash of placer miners to the country. I 
is not a country for the poor man or consumer, 
but at.present offers inducements to farmers 
and preducers. The company has made exten- 
sive surveys in the region, and its operations 
are deseribed and represented at the office by 
maps, photographs, and various publications. 
There are no gold nuggets lying around handy, 
and not a single specimen of rich mineralis on 
exhibition. 

The lands of the eompany comprise nearly alt 
of the district known as the northern or upper 
half of the peninsula of Lower California, and 
contain about 17,500,000 acres. Begitining a? 
the north boundary line ef Lower California; 
which is 15 milea south of San Diego, in the 


Unised States, near parallel 32, north latitude, 
the company’s plant extends southward 300 
miles, having the Pacific Ocean on one side and 
the Guit of California on the other. In looking 
at.the map the first impression wouid 
naturally be that this peninsula was part of the 
United States and California proper. This im 
pression ‘is caused by the fact that it is almost 
entirely separated from Mexico by the large 
gulf, being jeined to it only by a narrow stretck 
of land along the boundary line.’ Ovcupying 
this peculiar position, it remained unsettled. 

Not belonging te the United States, the tide 
of immigration to Southern California stopped 
at the boundary'line, whieh, by the aid of rail 
roads, became in three years thickly settled. 
On the other hand, its apparent isolation from 
the parent country of Mexice and the abseuce 
of its communication with its markets prevent 
ed settlement. The entire upper halfof the 
peninsula, 300 miles in length by an average 
of 100 in breadth, was very sparsely settled in 
cullsequence until a recent period. It 1s but re- 
cently also that the settlers have received any 
encouragement. 

The laws of Mexico long ferbade foreign im- 
migration for 60 miles from the frontier and 
for 15 miles from tne seashore, and even be- 
yond and inside these limits incoming settler 
were burdened with irksome and difficult condi- 
tions. In December, 1883, the Mexican Con< 
gress @ new colonization law and re< 
peated all the old conflicting laws. Thus was 
prepared the way for various concessions or 
pear to companies whereby they could intro- 

uce settlers: In 1883 and 1884 three distinos 
contracts were made by the Gevern- 
ment to settle different parts of the ter- 
ritery. These contracts were absorbed 
by the International Company, in which con- 
siderable English capital is invested. The com- 

ny tired the title to this vast section ot 
and. with the right to sell it to individuals and 
eompanies, but not to foreign Governments; 
also, the further right to buy and sell all the 
iand owned in private. 

The headquarters of the company are at 
Ensenada, which is a plaeeof 3,500 inhabitanis, 
situated aboutj6O0 or 70 miles south ef San 
Diego, and the supply station of the reported 
new El Dorado. The grants acquired by the 
eompany contain seven specifications to be ful- 
filled urder penalty of forfeiture in case of 
failure. The sixth is to settle 100 families on 
the lands within two years, and the seventh is 
to séttie 3,000 families (and a few more) on 
the lands within teh years from receiving the

In each 
issue there has appeared a two-column adver- 
tisement containing this paragraph: 

“The mines of Lower California are yet to be de- 
veloped, but the mountain ranges. contain various 
minerals, such aa silver, copper, iron, &c, Gold has 
been found on the coast and in seme of the valleys, 
and mines in several localities are < 
succes y worked.” 


The tesue of Feb. 28, furnished by President 
Welles himself, contains head lines like this:

“Old Miners Deelare this to be the Richest 
Discovery in. Years—How to Reach the Fields.” 
One article on the subject opens this way: 

“For three months we have refrained from say- 
ing more than a passing word in regard to the new 

eid mines near Santa Clara. The fact is that the 

iscoverers have been at work taking ont geld dur- 
ing this whole time, ard we have reason to believe 
‘have taken outs good quantity of the golden dust, 
er rather nuggets. It was not until the 10-ounce 
and 8-ounce nuggets and several others vained at 
trom $10 to $30 each were taken out that our people 
were aroused. * * * When it was known that on 
last Thursday Pedre Lopez with his batteau washed 
out $100, and $70 on Friday, and that some of our 
citizens stood..by and saw an ounce ($18) washed 
out in ene and no pan that washed less than 
$1, then the fire was kindled and ran wild.” 

President Welles. said he had net taken suf- 
ficient interest iu the sensation to telegraph for 
private information. The company receives 
the California papers regularly and the pews 
contained in tnem is satisfying.

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CHICAGO, March 14.—A dispateh from Los 
Angeles, Cal., says: “ Two steamers sailed yes-

MDOW HAD ASSISTANCE 
HIS OCOACHMAN IS OONSID- 
ERED AN ACOOMPLIOE, 
A CORONER’S JURY CHARGES BOTH 
MEN WITH THE MURPER OF CAPT. 
: V. W. DAWSON. 

CHARLESTON, 8..C., March 14.—The inquest in 
the @ase of Capt. Dawson was hela to-day. A 
drenehing rain and heavy wind, storm, which has 
Prevaiied since the night of the murder, pre- 
Vented ‘the gathering of a otowd and probably 
saved ‘the murderer from lynehiag, McDow 
‘Was brought out of the jail about 11 o’elock this 
morning and placed ia a police patrol wagon. 
A guard of four polisenien ana.thres special 
Deputy BShériffse a¢companied him. At his re- 
qubst he was first drivan to the office of his 
counsel, 6x-Gov. A. G. Magrath, the last seees- 
sion Governor ef South Carolina, His counsel 
did not accompany him to the inquest. 

The inquest.did not develop anything start- 
ling. Only three witnesses were examined. The 
first was Policeman Gordon, whose testimony 
Was substantially as follows: He had been de 
tailed to wateh for a negro who has been for 
Bearly a month walking about the western seo- 
tion of the city insulting iadies. Om the after- 
noon of the murder he was in the vicinity of the 
scene of the murder. A negro hack driver told 
him that he had heara &@ pistol snet in MoDow’'s 
office. He went thére and saw Mrs. MoDow 
leaving her house with her child. Ther he rang 
the office bell and McoDow opened the door only 
far enoagh to enablé him to se6 who was at tle 
bell. Heasked MoDow if anything was the 
tnatter and was answered in the negative. Mc- 
Dow shut and loexed the door, and the witness 
heara bim moving somethitig inside the office. 

Tais was aboat 4 o'clock. A little before 7 
McDow came out in bis buggy*and surrendered 
himself. When MeDow eame out a white wom- 
an approached the buggy and spoke with bim 
for a minute or two. This person, it is thought, 
is the woman who had been living in McDow’s 
house, and her presence in tne house is sup- 

ged to Rave been the cause of Mrs. McDow 
aving it. 

Moses Harper, the hack driver, who told Gor- 
don about the piste] shot, corroborated the 
——*2* of the previous Witness: He saw 

aWwson leave the stteet car and enter MoDow’s 
Office about 3:30. “In four or five minutes 
after he got in l héard the pistol fire. Then I 
heard two groans. Then I heard a voice, ‘ You 
said you'd take my life.’” 

Moses Johnston, McDow’s dtiver, ewore he 
knew nothing aboutthe matter, as did Emma 
Drayton, McDow’s cook, who, ascording to two 
witnesses, stood guard at the gate while MoDew 
was trying to bury the body of his vietim. Mo- 
Dow refused to make any statement. 

The jury returned the following verdict: 

“ That deceased came te his death from a gunshet 
wouné infliotea by T. B. McDow, and that Moses 
Johnston, the negro coachman, was accessory before 
the fact.” ; 

The prisoners were then removed to jal). 





In 
explanation of the verdict it is saia that there is 
evidence not yet published which will show that 
MecDow used his coachman te carry notes to the 
women with whom he had been carrying on in- 
trigues. It is now probable that the body of 
the murdered man will be exhumed for the pur- 
poee ef holding @ post-mortem examination, It 
is said that the physician who examined the 
body did not make a —a p— but only 
probed for the pall, which he failed to find. 

In view of MeDow’s statement that his vietim 
lived for nearly th uarters of an hour after 
he had shet him, and that he had spent that 
time trying to remove him, the theory is now 
advanced that the wound might not have been 
fatal, and thatt he murderer, in order to seal 
the lips of his victim, might have administered 
morphine or some other deadly drug. All the 
eircumstances surrounding the case give color 
to this theory. McDow admits that his vietim 
live for over a half hour after he was shot, and 
that he remained with him holding his victim’s 
head in his lap until he died, while the mur- 
dered man’s wife and. children were within the 
sound of his veies. : 

It was not until he had failed in burying the 
body in his closet that he gave himself up. The 
French maid who was the meving cause of the 
tragedy is at Capt. Dawson’s house. Her state- 
ment bas pot yet been given to the police or the 
publie. She was brought from Lausanne, 
switzerland, by Mrs. Dawsoa several years ago, 
aud is said to be of irreproaehable character. 

The story goes that McDow made her ac- 
qauaintance and tried te persuade her to elope 
with him after he had obtained a aivoree from 
his wife. s 

Cc. D. Ahrens, the father of Mrs. MeDow, had 
lived wits his daughter and her husband until 
last Christmas, when he suddenly left and went 
to # hotel, where he has since resided. He re- 
fuses to speak about.the matter. It is rumored 
that the cause of his leaving was that he had 
been informed that his son-in-law had intended 
to kill him so as to get possession of his estate. 
Mr. Ahrens is a rich merchant and highly es- 
teemed. Having made a fortune at the grocery 
business, he retired after his dsughter’s mar- 
nage. Itis said that after leaving his daugh- 
ter’s house he changed his will and willed all 
his property to his daughter, revoking the pro- 
vision which made McDow his Executor,

HENRI TAMBERLIK. 


Henri Tamberlik, the celebrated Italian 

tenor, whose death i¢ reported by cable, was 
born in, Rome on Mafch 16, 1820, It was in- 
tended‘ that he should..bsceme a priest, but 
after atudying .for a time in the seminary of 
Montefiascone,he forseok the chureh for: the 
lyric stage. He made his début in Naples in 
1841 at the Theatre del Fondo, from where he 
went to the Sati Carlo, From Naples, in 1843, 
he went to Lisbon, and there his voice under- 
went a transformation, ingreasing marvelously 
in height and compass, Subsequently he mot 
with great sucéess in Barcelona and Madrid 
and in Covent Garden, London, where he san 
in “ William Tell,” ‘Robert the Devil,” an 
“The Huguenote,” and created the part of 
Peter the Great in an opera written for him by 
Jullien. He also went to St. Petersburg an 
formed an enduring affection fot the city. He 
could never be induced to sing in the Paris 
Opera, although Meyerbeer made many efforts 
to prevail on him to accept an engagement 
there. He was afraid to sing in Frenca. 
_ Tamberlik sang in Rio Janeire,Bucnos Ayres, 
and Montevideo. In South America he received 
what was at the time the enormous compen- 
sation of.30,0001, a month. He’ made and broke, 
in 1858, an engagement to come here. He 
went te the Theatre Italien in Paris and made 
an unprecedented success there, showing that 
he was equally admirabie in widely differia 

arts, singing in ‘Othello,’ ‘‘ Poliuto,” and * I 

rovatore,” as well as in “Don Giovanni” and 
“Rigoletto.” Happening to be in Madrid at the 
time of the revolution which deprivea Queen 
Isabelia of her — he seored a success in 
**La Muette” and also in other operas having 
no political suggestiveness. Subsequently he 
repeated his triumphs in the. big cities of 
Europe, put for several years he had been 
seliom heard. In February, 1883, he was 
faisely reported to have died. 


MOSES W. FIELD. 

Moses W. Fieid died at Detroit, Mich., 
yesterday morning. He was atricken with 
apoplexy Sunday night while asleep and never 
recovered eonsciousness. He was born in 
Watertown, this State, Feb. 10, 1828. His

‘Greenback Party cast 75,000 votes. This in- 
‘orease from 500 votes in 1874 was due almest’ 
wholly to’Mr. Fielas’s remarkable energy and 
ability. He continued to be the leading spirit of 
the Greenback Party in the West till 
last Fall, when, beeeming dissatisfied with the 
platform of the Democrats, he went back to 
the Republicans, following Gen. Butler, for 
whom he had great admiration. 

In 1884 he was elected Regent ef the Univer- 
sity of Michigan on the Democratic-Greenback 
fusion tieket for a term of six years. He leaves 
a widow ana nine children, and a large estate.

The work on the machinery. for the 


cruisers Ooneord and Behnington is getting 
along at a rapid rate and its quality is certainly 





ton are practically finished, those for the Oon- 
coord are but little behind, while the machinery 
for the Bennington needs but the arrival of thé 
steel shafts from the West Point foundry to 
finish up the Work. As svn as these shafts 
arrive and the final work on the Bennington's 
engines is completed the machinery will be 
taken off the present bed plates to make way 
for the setting up of the Concord’s engines. “ 
Chief Engineer Ashton remarked yesterday 
that thé boilers had noi yet been tested, and he 
hardly thought they would be until the ma- 
ehinery was ready for moving, The boilers will 
either be tested right Where they étand in the 
shops-or they will be taken out into the street, 
In testing machinery for a certain strength cold 
water is put into the beiler, a fire is lighted, and 
the pressure is applied by the expansion of the 
water.

-TWO CONNECTICUT ‘ JUDICIAL. BILLS 


: WHICH WILL HARDLY PAss. 
HARTFORD, March 14.—The two bills now be- 
fore the Legislature relating to the judiciary of 
the State, one allowing the Judges ef the Su- 
perior and Supreme Cotrts to retire on half pay 
after reaching 65 years of age, and the other 
inereasing the number of Judges in the Superior 
Court, are both doomed to defeat. The pension 
or half-pay bill was geported faverably from 
the Judiciary Committes, but met with deter 
mined opposition in the Senate. It was sent 
back to the eommittes soveral weeks ago for 
improvement eatensibly, but probably with the 
design that it should be smothered without the 
stamp of disadproval by both houses. ‘The 
bill was reeommended by: Gov. Bulkeley, who 
was desirous of ita passage at the outset of the 
session. Its adoption would have simplified the 
problem itt regard to filling the Supreme Oourt 
appointments, ‘ 
The bill increasing the number of Superior 
Court Judges has not met with the favor ex- 
—— from the lawyera of the State. The 
udges are not overworked in this State and 


no sound reason oan be given for increasing 


their number. There ie also the ——— that 
if the number of Judgeships is increased it 
Will give the present Kxecutive the power to 
appoint the majority of the vudgés in both 
courts. The appoimtinenté are for eight years, 
and the view is no. regarded with favor that 
one man, be he ever 80 upright, should 
possess the power of appointing a majority 
gf the Jndges in the two highest courts of the 
tate. The atguiment is not applied to Gov. 
Bulkeley alone, but is used also with reference 
te Gevernuts who will come after him. If the 
law is passeq, the Governor eight yeara frem 
now will have the power to appoint the ma- 








ority. The system of dividing the responsi- 
ility of appointments is favorably regarded 
here.

GLOUGESTER, ‘Mass., March 14.—Reports from 
Newfoundland say that the issue of licenses to 
American vessels for the purchase of bait and 
other necessary outfit will be refused thisseason, 
and that the home Government will coincide 
with the Dominion. Government in its policy.

The fishermen who have recently returned 
from Fortune and Placentia Bays say the rev- 
enue cutters are already patrolling the eoast, 
and every port is strictly guarded so that no 
violation of the Bait act can be accomplished. 
Cargoes can be purchased for export under a 
one-thousand-dollar bond that they are to be 
landed in American ports, a receipt from the 
censignes through the British Consui being also 
required, 





D HARLAN: ON ETHIOAL OULTURE.

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JOURNALISM AS A STUDY 


PROF. SMITH'S EXPERIMENT 
AT OORNELL., 

iT IS AN UNDOUBTED sUCCESS—HOW 

INSTRUCTION IS GIVEN—SOME © 

THE EXPECTED RESULTS. 


IrwHaca, March 14.—There has just come to a- 


slose at Cornel! University an experiment that 
probably foreshadows new methods in news- 
paper work. This is the Cornell class in journal- 
sm, which has been variously masqueraded as 
s “school of journalism” and a “college of 
journalism.” The class has been under the in- 
itruction of Brainerd E.G. Smith, a man of 15 
years’ oxpertenes in’ Now-York journalism, and 
at present Professor of Elocution and Oratory in 
the university. The class will devote the third 
term of the year to study and practice in the 
writing of good English under the instraction 
of Pref. Hiram Corson. 

By means of this elass one thing has been 
proved-—-namely, that sooner or later uni- 
versities and colleges must include in 
their curriculums, for the benefit of such of 
their studeuts as intend entering journalism, 
some practical work which shail have a bearing 
on their chosen profession, When the Cernell 


* Was announced it:excited almost unt- 
ersal press comment in this eourgtry, and 
though the scheme was s00n exaggerated into 
e big and pretentious undertaking, quite unlike 
the original, and to the diemay of the origina- 
tors, yet, with few exceptions, press comment 
was favorable to the scheme. Newspapers 
from Maine to Texas and from Massachusetts 
to California “ boomed” the enterprise as legiti- 
mate and likely to succeed if welt managed. 
Prof. Smith was shrewd enough, before acced- 
ing to the desire of President Adams te start

great papers of New-York. All of them encour- 
aged the enterprise, and offered many sugges- 
tions. These men were bright enough to seé 
one very important fact that the average editor 
completely overlooks in his discussion of vol- 
lege training of journalists, this fact being that 
In every university are dozens of young men 
who expect to take up newspaper work alter 
raduation. All that these young men can 
earn relating to newspaper work in the four 
collegiate years will aid them just 80 
muse when they begin their life work, 
fae question is not, “Should ® young 
manu whe expects to enter jeurnalism be first 
@ college graduate and then a reperter, or 
should he at once begin reporting?” but it is, 
“Ifa young map who jntende entering jourpal- 
ism ‘is in college, can he not better spend a tenth 
ot his time learning elementary newspaper 
work by meane of the teaching of a practical 
newspaper man, than by devoting the same 
time to medimval Latin or the integral cal- 
culus %” 

Prof. Smith gave up a good 
journalism to come to Cornel 
ated at Hamilton College in the 
Hamiiton College oratory, and be was the 
Demosthenes of his class. It may be that it 
‘was the impulse of his early triumphs that kept 
him pegging away st elocutien and oratory 
auring 15 years of newspaper work, and event- 
ually prepared him to revolutionize and greatly 
fhinprove the instruction in these branches at 
Cornell. He began his newspaper career as 
a@ reporter ou the Sun. He tells with 
great zest the story of his first assignment—it 
was a@pigeon show, Being a college graduate, 
he was, of course, saturated with worldly am- 
bition, and so wrete up that show With a wealth 
ot rhetoric that would have ‘‘scooped” another 
literary prize at Hamilton, But like thegusual 
Yaw reporter he missed the main item of news, 
and so had the satisfaction of secing in the 
other papers the one important event of the 
—— listef prizes awarded. He worked 

ard and steadily advaneed. Twice he left the 
Sun, and returned: once to become managing 
editor of the Grap/ic, and once to own and con- 
trel a small ceuntry paper, which proved to bo 
too small and anexpensiveinvestment. Never- 
theless, Prof. Smith’s hobby is the independence, 
ease, and infinence of country journalism. 

In person the Professor is tall and spare. His 
habitual expression of eountenanee is com- 
pounded of geodness, shrewdness, nervous- 
ness, and humor. His newspaper train- 
ing has made him uansually self-possessed and 
quick-witted. The Cornell students ‘‘sized him 
up” at once as a man who “knows bis business,”’ 
and they find he wears well. Prof. Smith makes 
@ very unpretentious wppearanc. and is apt to 
be underestimated. When he first landed en 
the sheres of Ithaca (the town is on Cayuga 
Lake) the students held bim at first in @ can- 
there-any-good-come-out-of-Nazareth sort ef 
regard. But they soon iound that the unaffect- 
ea New-Yorker could give them more points on 
speaking than had ever been comprehended in 
any of their philosophies, and the way in which 
he discounted the fancy elocutionists in method 
and style was also surprising, 

Prof. Smith’s method with his class in jour- 
nalism has been the simplest. His * lectures” 
have never been mere than talks, seldom pro- 
longed more thau 15 minutes. The chief work 
of the class has been writing up “ assignments” 
given out aa muvh like regular reporter’s work 
&s possible. Prof, Smith edited all ‘* copy” and 
gave instructions as to paragraphing, head- 
lines, &0. In addition to editing ali 
reports. so as to prepare them for the 
eolumns of any first-elasa daily, he oriti- 
cised in class the defeets of each production, 
The olass has profitably spent considerable time 
in_ learning the gist o obert Luce’s manual, 
“ Writing for the Press,” and Bigelow’s “* Hand- 
pbeok of Panctuation.”” Perhaps the most prac- 
tical work of all has been the writing of para- 
graphs and brief sketches in class, and the 
revising of ill-written passages taken from 
print. This ten-minute work is very much like 
actual practice, As 14 members ofthe class held 
—— on the college papers, it became profita- 

le to criticise these papers. This Prof. Smith 
did frequentiy and frankiy, and with the re- 
sult of causing a markea improvement in them. 
The talks on the men and methods of the mod- 
ern newspaper were very interesting. ‘hose 
members of the elaes who had bad a year or 60 
of experienee in reporting undoubtedly profited 
moat by these graphic descriptions. 

The epinions of the students are unanimously 
in approval of the course and desirous of its 
extension. One said: “f have had some ex- 
perience in country journalism as local. editor 
on @simall daily, and can recegnize the benefit 
to be derived from a ‘knowledge of metro- 
politan methods of journalism. The course 
thia' year has been a success. I expect to 
derive more actual benefit from it than from 
any other I have taken this year.” 

A second member spoke as fellows: “Ihave 
had two or three years’ experience as reporter 
and correspondent. I have found this class in 
to ge amg more practical than I expected. It

Most of the Professor’s talks 
haye been on just these subjects young report- 
ers weuld liké to ask questions about, and it 
aeems te me that Prof. Smith has been able to 
talk about the work quite as competently in his 
classroom in Ithaca as he would have been in 
his editorial room in New-York. In my epinion 
Cornell will make a big mistake if she does not 
enlarge this experimental courseinto something 
cemprehensive and adequate. College under- 

raduates demand such instruction, and I think 

be best newspapers join in the demand for bet- 

ter preparation of theirnew men. The ambitious 
atudent who intends becoming a journalist will 
shoose the college that gives him some practical 
training for his profession in preference to one 
that does not, I have noticed that the under- 

raduate papers of Columbia, Harvard, Yale, 

enneylvania, Princeton, and other universi- 
ties and colleges urge their respective institu- 
tions te follow Cornell's * Students 
feel a need long before any board of Trustees 
fille it I hope our Trustees and Faculty will 
push this course for all itis worth, and it is 
worth $10,000 a year in pure pdvertising alene. 
Bat the chief argument is the need ef the 
cours@ AnD institution that calls itself ‘the 
People’s University’ should have a practical 
eurrichium,” 

Another member of the class summed up his 
opinions thus: “The success of the course just 
evumpieted bas been in showing, first, the 
dign 4 and opportunities of the professien; 
second, the relatien of the reporter to his 
superiers; third, tue need of punctuality, regu- 
larity, and enterprise in newspaper work; 
fourth, that elean, honest work is wanted in a 
departments of the newspaper, and, fifth, that 
good, clear English is needed in the daily news- 
paper as well asin the monthly magazine, and 
that the ‘fine writing’ of the local, country 
newspaper is to be avoided at all times.” 

Several of the class want te see the course 
not only enlarged but also ——— by a 
copree of jvotures by other practical journalists 
from the great papers. One student thought 
it weuld be very desirable to have the class en- 
larged into a department avd equipped with 
snuugh funds to run a daily paper ef its own, 
under $he editorial charge of Prof. Smith. An- 
other etudent'sald: ‘I shoulda like to see the 
pourse made mueb more ofa course. Increase 
is to three or four heures. Have it for mon 
who are iu earnest, and then pile on the 
work, : lots of reporting and 
‘interviewing,’ insisting on prenys 
and painstaking work. I shoul like 
to see @ Segond Course in the subject—-a more 
advanced course. The suggestions made to the 
Professor that the students should write edito- 
rials for country papers might be valuable in 
this line. The course is most emphatically 4 
success, It has been a great help, especially for 
those wha. @ chance to apply what they 
learn, on 0. or as correspondents of 
city Da evident that much ‘can be 
laught in the m in two terms whieh 
would whee ae in an Office, and per- 
haps at cost of place.

“T have long been impressed with what seems 
to me the immaturity and carelessness of news- 
paper writing. This is to a great extent the 
work of men just out of college. It seemed to 
me accordingly that a course in the department 
of English might be offered among the electives 
ef the Junior and Senler year that wo at 
once develop habits of correct writing and give 
the students who intended going inte Journal- 
iam some iiea of what would be expected of 
them when they should come to undertake 
practical newspaper work. In view ef the 
fact. that we in our corps of 
Professors. a. man who had large ex- 
perience as a journalist, it seemed to mo 
practicable that one of the eourses in English 
Bhould be specially designed for students in- 
tending to go into pes. It is dificult for 
me to understand how anybody, whether a 
newspaper man or not, could go into the class 
and sce what is done without admitting the 
great benefit the student must receive from the 
course. Judging from what I have seen, I infer 
that the most conspicuous feature of instruction 
has been dn effort to teach the student how to 
write such English as is called for by the heat 
type of modern journalism. The reports brought 
by students into the classrogm have been un- 
sparingly critcised before the class, and the 
faultsiato which young writers are apt to fali 
have been already pointed out. The method 
has seemed to me auite as fruitful of tangible 
and beneficial results as any course in rhetorio 
I have ever known anything about. 

* As to what willbedone inthe future it is too 
early tosay. As Prof. Corson isto be absent 
next year, the course in English will have to be 
somewhat modified, and what these modifi- 
cations will be cangot be definitely determined 
before the time of e official announcement. 
This is usually issued near the close of the 
Spring term.” 

Prof. Smith said: ‘I am not prepared by any 
means to say what I think even an experiment- 
al course might be; neitheram I[ prepared to 
state what I would do if I had full power in the 
university. I should want to consult not only 
practical newspaper men, but also practical 
educators whe know the results of certain 
lines of study; but, generally speaking, 16 seems 
to me that a two years’ course might be laid out 
for those who wanted to make journal- 
ism a profession that would be valuable. 
In this course they should devote their entire 
time to studies selected as really essential, 
and to reporting and general newspaper 
writing under the direction of a practieal news- 
paper man. It is not worth while to attempt to 


for opinions are many. I have received numer- 
ous suggestions, and if all were heeded the 
course would reguire many years. Of course, a 
newspaper man cannot know too much; and 
the Buffalo Courier didn’t exaggerate mueh when 
it said in speaking of our experiment: ‘What- 
ever may be the course of study adopted, the 
time expended upon it cannot be wasted, for no 
hewspaper man ever acquired any information, 
whether it pertained to the declension of a 
Greek ee or tothe mechanism of Chinese 
musica) instruments, that he did not find useful 
in his work, provided, always, that it was not 
that kind of information * that ain’t so,.”’” 


EXOITING RUMORS. ” 


MUCH VAGUE ,TALK ABOUT THE COP- 
PER SYNDICATE YESTERDAY. 

The situation in the local copper market 
yesterday did not present any feature of special 
interest. The condition of lethargic uncertainty 
which weighs down all the traders was remark- 
ably shown by the absolute lack ‘of effect pro- 
duced by the arrival at about neon of cable 
dispatones of a decidedly exciting character, It 
was to the effect thatin Paris it was rnomored 
that three Directors of the Bank of France—one 
ef them its Governor—had resigned, owing te 
the institutien being involved in the Copper 
Syndicate. Coupled with this was the state- 
ment generally circulated on ’Change that the 
result of this rumor was a threatened panio on 
the Bourse. The source of the latter news 
could not be ascertained. 

The result of these strange reports was simply 
—taik. No one, not even those who were readl- 
est to assume their truth, attempted to build up 
theories as to how they would affect the copper 
market. 

What the local copper men are looking for is 
the removal by consumption of the syndivate’s 
big load ef material. ‘‘We can’t trade till we 
have something to trade in,” said one member, 
‘‘and with stocks tied up and consumption cut 
off for two months at least, the prospect ter our 
resuming trading is very slight.” 

Not a transaction was made on the Exchange. 
The report from London was that, spet copper 
opened at £51108, an advance of 10s8., and 
closed at £51; futures opened at 250 and closed 
at £49.

An advertisement appeared yesterday de- 
signed to ascertain the whereabouts of Andrew 
Armstong, who left Caledon, County Tyruve, 


ton, Minn. Correspondents were requesteé to 
address Robert Stuarts of 46 Watte-street, this 
city. Mr. Stuart, whe has lived for 40 years in 
that house, said that he had reecived two 
answers to his advertisement. One was on & 
postal card, and signed J. K. L., New-York, and 
said that Armstrong had been killed in July, 
1886, at Kansas City in an accident on the 
Migseuri Railroad, The writer further said 
that J. O. Brinkerhoff, now Superintendent of 


the Union Pacifie Railroad at Omaha, could give 
all the necessary information. 

Another letter was from Ralph Walsh of 16 
Fleet-street, Brooklyn, who said that he came 
from Caledon County, and when he was in Iowa 
in 1857 he met a family of Armstrongs who 
knew his wife’s relatives very well. The writer 
‘ said that something may be known about them 
at Wilson’s Grove, near Westfield, Fayette 
County, Iowa. . 

Mr. Stuart said that the advertisement had 
been inserted by the missing man’s brother, a 
boss truckman in theswamp. Letters had been 
reeeived from some people in Minnesota who 
were neighborsiof Armetrong when he settled 
on a homestead. When he left there another 
man settled in his place, paid the taxes, and 
was laying claim to the land. His old neigh- 
bors wanted te find Armstrong and let him 
know the facts. 


THE CiTY OF NEW-YORK'S FAST RUN. 

The steamship City of New-York: of the 
Inman Line came inte port yesterday for the 
first time this year after a remarkably good 
passage with « total of 737 passengers on 
board.

The cor- 
rected time eonsumed during the run was 6 
days 14 heurs, The port of Queenstown 
was left on the afternoon ef Maron 7, The 
daily recoras were as follows: Friday noon, 
376 miles; Saturday, 452 miles; Sunday, 423 
miles; Monday, 450 miles; Tuesday, 463 miles; 
Wednesday, 436 miles; Thuraday to Sandy 
Hook, 254 miles. . Total ran, 2,854 miles. This 
is the best time that tne City ef New-York has 
yet made, and seems to promise still better 
things in the future. 

The quantity of mall brought by the b 
steamer was considerably swelied by the lar, 
number of packages of shamrock sent to people 
on this side of the water.

Commerce held yeaterday te consider the ques-

Mr. Charles Watrous, on behalf of the Oom- 
mittee on Harbor and Shipping, to whom the 
matter had been referred, presented a report 
containing the following resolutions: 


* That this Chamber is of the opinion that the pres- 
nt and immediate future needs of the city ef New- 
ork require all the accommodation fer shipping 
which the natural features of the igland and harbor 
will permit and far more than now exis 
. tin the opinion of the Chamber the plan pro- 
posed by the Dock Commissioners seems to afford a 
reasonable aud practical mode of giving a certain 
ositive additional accommodation without any in- 
ary. \ the channels or to existing conditions and 
acilities, 


“Thatif the city authorities shall decide that the 
eost and expenditure to accomplish the plan of the 
Dock Commissioners is not unreasonable or un- 
Warranted, and that the estimated income there- 
from bids fairly to.compensate the city for its 
outlay, this Chamber most cordially approves and

the authority and discretion conferred upon them 
by the bill this day submitted to us.” 

Mr. Watrous said it had been impossible for 
the committee to arrive at any idea of the rev- 
enue to be derived from the new docks, and that 
was the reason why it left that part of the ques- 
tion out of the report. What the committes 
did know was that ship owners must have great- 
er harbor faéilities, whether the improvement 
pays the eity a revenue er not. 

Mr. Hugh N. Camp, another member of the 
committee, said that, as areal estate man, he 
considered that from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000 
would be nearer the cost of the improvement 
than from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000.

Schultz said that in 1870 the 
Doek Department was corrupt, and he every 
day saw men riding in their carriages who had 
made their fortunes out of that ring. He did not 
want the docks te make money for the city. 
He was willing thatthe city should build the 
dooks and thatitne steamships should have them 
at a fairrental. He understood that some com- 
panies were paying as high as $30,000.

OVBEDUK TRADERS. 


FEARS THAT SOME OF THE COAST PACK- 
ETS HAVE BEEN LOST. 

Several vessels from the West Indies ar- 
rived in this port yesterday, and they all re- 
ported exceedingly bad weather in the region 
of the Flerida Gulf. It is thought that some of 
the packets trading between the West Indies 
and American ports may have been lost, since 
many of them are very long overdue. 

The American schooner Emma of Portland, 
Me., Plumnier, master,left Porto Rico on the first 
day of the present month with a cargo of sugar 
for this port. On the 4th inst. the Emma ran 
into a gale of wind from the north-northwest 
whieh continued to blow steadily for a period 
oftwo days. It then increased into almost a 
hurricane fromthe west-nerthwest, subsiding 
gradually on the llth inst. to a very fresh 
breeze from the north-northwest. The Emma 
was very fortunate in pulling through without 
any serious accident, and, save the carrying 
away of a mainsail, would havecome out of the 
long gale with a whole suit of canvas. 

The Emma J. Meyer of Philadelphia, Megee, 
master, alsoarrived yesterday. Shesailed from 
Matanzas with a oargo of molasses and had 
been 24 days on the passage. She en- 
countered the same gale which was felt 
by the Kmma and took a longer hola of 
it, for as Capt. Megee remark ——— 
“*we were ‘hove-to’ for 18 days.” The Meyer 
came out of the storm in geod condition, appar- 
ently none the worse fer her severe shaking up. 
Now that there has been comparatiyely good 
weather on the coast for the past three days, 
the overdue traders ought to be coming into 
port befere long.

Mr. HARRISON yesterday sent to the Sen- 
ate the nominations of Messrs. J. A. Kas- 
soN, W. W. PHELPS, and GEORGE H. 
Bates to be Commissioners to the Berlin 
Conference on the Samoan affair. The first 
two are good appuintments. Mr. Kasson is 
aman of good ability, and is familiar with 
the question of Samoa, having been our 
Minister at Berlin when it first arose. Mr. 
PHELPS has quite enough capacity to fill a 
better place, and was supposed by his 
friends, and by some who cannot exactly 
be called his friends, te be booked for 
either Lendon or Paris. But Mr. BaTss’s 
nomination is inexplicable. He was named 
under Mr. Bayarp to the former. confer- 
euce, and took extreme ground in favor of 
an Ameriean protectorate for the islands— 
a pelicy disapproved by the then Govern-. 
ment and utterly unsound and mischievous. 
Mr. BaYARD very properly omitted to lay 
Mr. BaTrs’s recommendations on this point 
befere the public, whereupon Mr. BaTrEs 
rushed into print with them in the columns 
of a Republican newspaper. Itisincredible 
that this Administration intends to embark 
on any such scheme as Mr. BaTEs advocated, 
and if it have no such intention, why should 
it pick him up—he is a Democrat—and 
thrust him into this commission.

While Mr. Kasson and Mr. PHELPS are 
entirely creditable appointees to the Berlin 
Conferenes, it is believed at Washington 
that these gentlemen have been selected 
for this medest employment in order to re- 
duce the difficulties in the way of other 
men for more important posts—Messrs.

CLAaRKSON—received the ‘‘consent and ap- 
proval of the Senate,” the first without any 
reference whatever to a committee and the 
second with only a formal reference, Ex- 
cessive caution as to the character of ap- 
pointees on the part of the majority in the 
Senate is not likely to delay business. 





» The question of increased dock accommo- 


4 dations on our water front is one of urgent 


importance. The Chamber of Commerce 
gives a qualified approval to the plan of im- 
provement proposed by. the Dock Commis- 
sioners, and a bill has been introduced 
in the Legislaturé giving the necessary au- 
thority for carrying it out. Serious com- 
plaint is made of the heavy rentals now re- 
quired.for dock facilities, and the answer 
is made that they-are determined by, the 
great demand for accommodations and' the 
relatively limited supply. Such a state of 
things igs opposed to the- great commercial 
interests of the city. The facilities should 
.be ample for all demands, and the rentals 
should be as‘low as possible consistently 
with the cost of providing and maintaining 
the docks. It is more important to facili- 
tate and encourage commerce at this port 
than to derive a profit from its necessities. 





The Legislature has spent something more 
than two months in investigating the man- 
ner in which the State was robbed of $100,- 
000 or more in consequence of its action at 
the last session. This dead-lock is not with- 
out its compensations. If the Legislature 
has thig year done no good, it has done lit- 
tle mischief, and that is more than can be 
said for it in the middle of March when its 
attention is not distracted from the busi- 
ness of lawmaking. Two subjects of 
great public importance would have 
been passed upon by the Legislature 
in the ordinary course of events—ballot re- 
form and_ the ‘restriction of the liquor 
traffic. Unfortunately there is little reason 
to believe that the Legislature weuld have 
done much tothe purpose concerning either 
of these subjects, and even if it had done 
so, it is: well known that the Gevernor 
stands ready to interpose his veto to the 
accomplishment of any real reform in 
either, The calmness with which the pub- 
lic views the inactivity of the Legislature 
furnishes a strong argument for biennial 
sessions. 





BAD SIGNS. 
Two nominations have been announced 
that give te these who had begun to hepe 
for something from the comparative delib- 


‘eration with which Mr. HARRISON was pro- 


ceeding a shock of surprise and apprehen- 
sion. They were these of. Mr. WALKER 
BLAINE te be Examiner of Claims in the 
Department of State, and of Mr. James 8. 
CLARKSON to be First Assistant Postmaster- 
General. That of Mr. WALKER BLAINE is 
almost. pathetic in the circumstances. It 
might, it is trae, be censidered in the light 
of a defiance of public. sentiment, an impu- 
dent assertion of his father’s power to do 
what he choeses to do under this Adminis- 
tration, a Tweed-like inquiry to the decent 
people ef the United States, ‘What are 
you going to do about it?’ The stains on 
Mr. J. G. BLAINE’S reputation left by the 
varieus claims with which he has had to 
do, from those arising out of gun contracts 
during the war, through those that he pre- 
sented with so much fervor to Mr. FIsHER, 
down to these which his successor in the 
Department of State was obliged to treat 
with severity, are many and indelible. 
More than anything else they have made 
thoughtful Republicans regard him with 
dread and even detestation. It was these 
stains that made it impessible to nominate 
him for the Presidency, and would have 
made it impessible to elect Mr. HARRISON 
had it been known that Mr. BLAINE would 
be his Secretary of State. In view of these 
facts, which no one knows better than Mr. 


strue the selectien of hisown son to exam- 
‘ine claims in the State Department as the 
shameless declaration of his purpose to pur-

But the appointment of Mr. James 8. 
\ CLARKSON to the most responsible position 
in the Pest Office Department is, so far as 
it affects the standing of the Administra- 
tion and the course of internal public busi- 
ness, even’ more disquieting. It is not 
‘merely that. Mr. CLARKSON’ is a partisan, 
whose only public repute rests on the 
“energy of his campaign work, it is that he 
is known to be an unscrupulous person, and 
that he has been charged—and, so faras we 
have seen, the charge has never been re- 
futed—with beiug an accessory before the 
fact in the crime of stealing the subscrip- 
tion list of the Prohibitionist paper, the 
, Voice, to be used for the purposes of the 
‘committee of which Mr. CLARKSON’ had 
control. ; Now, this was not simply a dirty 
political trick. | It would have been sufii- 
ciently dishonorable had it been that alone. 
But it was an offense, against the laws of 
New-York and. a violation of the general 
law of business morality that would drive 
any private eitizen guilty of it from the 
society of all decent men. It ought at once 
and forever to disqualify’ Mr. CLARKSON 
from holding any place of honor or trust, 
not merely‘in the administration of the 
Government, but in that of: his party. To 
put such a man in the second place in the 
largest department,of the Government, to 
give him a seat on occasion at the Cabinet 
table, te establish him in the line ef pro- 
motion for a regular seat: at that table, 
shows a cynical contempt for the require- 
ments of common: decency.

MAYOR GRANT’S RAPID-TRANSIT 
SCHEME. 

The bill which has been drawn by Cor- 
poration Counsel BEEKMAN to embody 
Mayor GRantT’s plan for securing rapid 
transit for this city is to be introduced in 
the Legislature to-day. A serious consti- 
tutional question is suggested at the out- 
set. We are not aware that the question 
which might be raised in regard to some of 
the provisions of the bill has ever been 
judicially settled so as to make the way 
perfectly clear” and as legal contests are 
very likely to be made if any ground is 
presented for them itis quite desirable to 
have this point cleared up. It is a fact

There is only one such city in the State,

Mayor to appoint five Commissioners, with- 
out the petition elsewhere required, two of 
whom need not be residents of the city, who 
shall lay out routes for rapid transit, decide 
upon plans, agprove of articles of associa- 
tien of the company to construct the roads, 
&ec. Their action.is made subject to the 
approval of the Sinking Fund Commission, 
but, as the bill is now worded, if that com- 
mission does not approve in the first. in- 
stance, the Mayor’s Commissioners would 
only have to make modifications according 
to their own judgment and certify the re- 
sult to the Sinking Fund Commission in 
erder to make the action final without ap- 
proval, Theinitiativein obtaining the con- 
sents of property owners and local authori- 
ties would be taken by the Sinking Fund 
Commission, which would also finally dis- 
pose of the franchise to construct and 
operate the rapid-transit lines laid down, 
on the terms and conditions prescribed, at 
public auction, The main purpose through- 
out is to keep the control of the determina- 
tion of routes and the terms on which the 
roads would be constructed and operated 
in the hands of public authorities, giving 
to private capital only the privilege of 
carrying the plans into execution. This is 
an excellent idea, and affords the only 
means of protecting the public’ interests 
and securing rapid transit in the form and 
manner best. adapted to the requirements 
of the people. We hope it is possible to 
carry out the general features of the plan 
under the constitutional restriction as to 
private and local bills. 





DUTIES AND ‘ COMBINES.” 


The Tribune says: “Exposed in the pre- 
tense that the Copper Trust has been caused 
or helped by the American tariff, THz NrEw- 
YorK TIMES now says that the American 
mines, having been protected by the tariff, 
had no business to join in a combination 
adverse to American consumers.” The 
Tribune knows that Tue Times has never 
asserted or pretended that ‘‘the Copper 
Trust has been caused or helped by the 
American tariff.’ Having knowledge of 
this fact, with characteristic dishonesty it 
resorts to deliberate misrepresentation in 
order that its readers may be deceived. 


But while we have repeatedly pointed out 
that the great conspiracy of the Copper 
Syndicate and the copper mining compa- 
nies was neither “caused” nor “helped” by 
our tariff laws, we have shown that another 
and an older ring or Trust in one branch of 
the’copper industry is helped by the tariff, 
and is enabled by the tariff to exact unjust 
profits from the American people. We refer 
to the combination of the manufacturers of 
sheet copper known as the Association of 
Copper Manufacturers. This ring isa not- 
able example of those combinations the 
formation of which has been encouraged 
by the tariff, and whose power to rob con- 
sumers dgpends upon tariff duties. 
In the remarks concerning copper and the 
tariff of which the Tribune speaks in the 
words quoted above we directed the atten- 
tion of the Tribune to this sheet copper ring 
and showed bew the confederated rolling 
mills had for years exacted avery high price 
for sheet copper under the protection of a 
duty of 35 per cent. During the last 
year these rolling mill companies have 
paid the Syndicate’s price of about 161, 
cents a pound for ingot copper and have 
exacted not less than 25 cents a pound 
for the same copper rolled into sheets. 
This * has been the lowest price on 
their scale, the highest having been 38 
cents. These prices are taken from the 
uniform price list printed by the Asse- 
ciation for the guidance of its mem- 
bers. We are informed that the cost 
of rolling is less than 2 cents a pound. In 
the London Economist of the 2d inst. 
Chili bars and good merchantable brands 
were quoted at £75, and sheets at £81, a 
difference of about 14,cents a pound. The 
smallest difference between the price. of 
ingot copper and that of sheet copper in 
this country, according to the price list of 
the rolling mill ring, has been 819 cents, 
and the largest difference (with respect to 
thin sheets of certain sizes) 211, cents. 
These rolling mills were in combination 
long before the Syndicate was formed. For 
years they have combined to suppress com- 
petition in prices and to fix high rates. They 
have been able to exact these high 
prices because the duty of 35 per cent. on 
sheet copper made abroad excluded foreign 
competition up a certain point. This is one 
of the rings that are sheltered, helped, and 
supported by tariff duties. We asked the 
Tribune whether, after becoming familiar 
with the facts in this case, it could still say 
that *‘ American consumers” had not been 
“to any extent whatever taxed or burdened 
by the tariff on copper,” and the Tribune has 
not a word to say on this point. 
But it does profess to be the unrelenting 
enemy ofall trusts and similar combinations. 
It even admits that if the copper mining 
com 68 shall suffer loss by the downfall 
of the Syndicate they will be entitied to 
“no sympathy whatever.” It denounces 
combinations as “ hostile to the principles 
-of protection and to its aims,” and then asks 
‘ite readers to rejoice because our high tariff 
“has “smashed” the Copper Syndicate,

THE RIGHT TO PRIVACY. 
Mrs. BuRNETT, the novelist, has been 
"making a very just complaint about the 
denial to. people who attain any kind of 
celebrity of the ordinary immunities of pri- 
vate life. Men er women who happen to 
write successful books or plays become by 
that achievement objects of curiosity 
:among those who have been interested by 
the books or the plays. As the press in all 
countries more or less, andin this country 
particularly, is apt to assume that curiosity, 
if it be extensive enough, has a “ right” to 
be gratified, there appear descriptions of 
the personal appearance, the families, the 
clothes, and the furniture of these public 
characters, which no doubt sometimes fill 


We think Mrs. BURNETT exaggerates in 
intimating that the fear of personal pub- 
licity will deter people who have it in them 
to preduce masterpieces from producing 
the same.. Nevertheless the right of 
privacy with respect to what are properly 
private affairsis a real right, while curi- 
osity about other people’s ways ef living is 
anemotion of which well-bred people are 
rather ashamed, and which they try to 
suppress. Such a curiosity, when it goes 
the length of attempting to satisfy itself 
without the consent of the object, is equally 
impertinent and vulgar whether it is enter- 
tained by one person or by a million. 

The truth is that it is very difficult to 
persuade the people who publish these 
things that the people about whom they 
are published really dislike them. Experi- 
ence leads them to the contrary conclusion 
—that the subjects enjoy and ‘take a pride 
in elaborate descriptions of themselves and 
their belongings so long as the description 
is admiring and not satirical. This is so 
fur true that most women who take part in 
social ‘‘functions” of which descriptions 
appear in the newspapers would probably 


regard themselves as rather slighted than 
henored if the dresses of their 
neighbors were . described and their 
own were omitted. In the sketches 
of ‘Celebrities at Home” which 
are among the specialties of personal jour- 
nalism, the collusion of the subject with 
the operator is generally évident and is 
often amusingly obvious. Moreover, much 
of this kind of journalism is devoted to pub- 
lic performers, to singers, and to actors and 
actresses, and these artists look upon per- 
sonal publicity ef this kind, as well as upon 
the personal publicity that consists in 
the public exhibition of their portraits, 
as a kind of “advertising” that “is 
good for their business. They there- 
fore learn to suppress their personal dis- 
like of it if they ever felt any. It nata- 
rally results from this that the society 
journalist” becomes very skeptical of the 
existence of any real dislike to the kind of 
publicity which it is his mission to provide, 
and regards the assumption of it as mock 
modesty. In most cases with which he has 
todohe is justified by the facts. In the 
minority of instances he inflicts cruel suf- 
fering without the slightest intention of 
doing so or the slightest belief that he has 
done so. ' 

Weare assuming that the gossip the so- 
ciety journalist provides is true, and that 
it is not malicious. This condition does 
not prevent the infliction ef suffering, and 
it is not very easy to say hew this suffering 
can be-prevented. France is almost the 
only country in which the immunities. of 
private life are protected by legislation. 
Even in this country it is not lawful to 
print liesabout your neighbor, or even te 
print truths maliciously. But there is no 
doubt that an effective prohibition against 
the publication’ of unauthorized gossip 
about the private life, even of public 
characters, would be an excellent thing if 
such a prohibition could be devised. 





It is a curious fact that all the Republican 
members of Congress from Illinois are 
supperting for the office of Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue the candidate of the 
Whisky Trust.

WHISKY IN MINNESOTA. 


TWO NEW [LAWS PROPOSED TO EN- 
COURAGE TEMPERANCE. 

ST. PavL, March 14.—The temperance men in 
the House are persistent. Two radical’ meas- 
ures were introduced Tuesday. The first was 
by Mr. Barr, and its object is to prohibit the 
sale of intoxicating liquors’ in other than a pub- 
lic maaner. The bill declares it unlawful to 
sell liquor in any cellar or basement, or on any 
floor other than the first or main floor of any 
building, or in any room on the first floor ex-

struetion from the public view of any part of 
such room shall be allowed, nor can any our- 
tain, blind or screen, ground or painted glasa, 
partition, or device be used, a ; 
Mr. A. Davis brought in a bill ‘te promote 
temperance and to prohibit the practice of 
treating.” It provides that it shall De unlawful 
for any person to treat or entertain gratuitous- 
iv any other person to any spirituous or malt 
liquor, wine, or cider, or any other beverage 
which shall be obtained gratuitously in any 
public barroom, saleon, beer hall, or grocery, 
or in any other public place of resort or 
amusement. For violation of this provision 
the punishment shall be a fine of not moré 
than $20, mor less than The second see- 
tion makes it unlawful for any one to attempt 
to evade the provisions of this bill by any 
ehicanery, or subterfuge, such as pretending 
to sell one article and delivering another, or by 
falsely pretending to buy or sell any such -bev- 
erage. Any One violating this section shall be 
fined not more than $50 nor less than $10,

ten in 1824—a year of no small mental uneasi- 
ness for the composer. Schubert’s warmest 
admirers find something Beethoven-like in this 
octet, and, indeed, there is some ground for such 
@ discovery in the scherzo, But the eomposi- 
tion is essentially Schubertian and contains 
none of the Jovian utterances of the mighty 
Ludwig. It was well played last night. 

The D minor quartet was a happy choice for 
the last concert of the season. The supporters 
of the Beethoven Quartet will long remember 
the delightfal performance of this beautiful 
composition. It was delightful because of its in- 
telligent expression, its well-managed con- 
trasts, its vigor, and its spirit. It was especially 
excellent because of its poetic rendering of the 
levely theme and variations. The hearty re- 
call which Messrs. Dannreuter, Thiele, Schill, 
and Hartdegen received was well deserved. 

Schubert at his best was illustrated by that 
noble tone poem, “The Wanderer,” to which 
“Rastlose Liebe” was a good pendant. Mrs. 
Gramm sang with care and judgment, but with 
a rather cold style.

A NEW MUSIO HALL, 


CARNEGIE TAKES HOLD OF THE PROJ- 
EOT AND A SITE IS BOUGHT. 

New-York City will probably soon rejoice 
in the possession ofa music hall. For several 
years musical enthusiasts have beer trying 
hard to bring abeut the results which they now 
hope to accemplish. 

Mr. Morris Reno, one of the Directors of the 
New-York Oratorio and Symphony Societies, 
has purchased for a sompany which will be fn- 
eorporated by and composed of the Directors of 
those societies aud some other gentlemen inter- 
ested in the advancoment of music a plot of 
ground eomposing abeut nine city lots on the 
corner of Seventh-avenue and Fifty-sevemth- 
street, upon which it is proposed to sreot @ 
Magnificent building, suitable in every way for 
the purposes to. which it is te be devoted, All 
the necessary funds for the erection of sueh a 


structure have been pledged, and the actual de- 
signing and buiiding will be begun without 


delay. 

It is intended to make the building as 
a music hall as eareful study, eminent 
ers and architects, and comparison with 
plans of famous European concert bh 
make it. It 1s proposed to have one main 
an immense room, with an estimated 
capacity of 3,000 persons, and the rest of the 
building will be divided into smaller 
which ehamber music, small concerts, lectures, 
&o., may be given. The building itself will be 
constracted upon the most modern plans as to 
making it fire-proof, anc as to the provisions 
for the comfors and safety of its oceupants, and 
the exterior is intended to bein keeping, archi- 
tecturally, with the high purposes for which the 
—— is designed. 

The location for the music hall is perhaps 
rather far up town, but it is easily accessible 
from the ‘-living” part ef the city. Three sta- 
tions of the elevated railroad are within two to 
five bloeks of the building, the Broadway ears 
pass the doors and the Boulevard, Fifty-ninth- 
street, and Sixth-avenue surface cars are only a 
block removed, and as the growth of the me- 
tropelis is rapidly extending — and 
westward the location will soon be’ most 
central that could have been chosen.

This practice 
has made it difficult for the board to secure 
proper substitutes at the polls in timé to re- 
ceive ballots, and necessarily places men be- 
hind the ballot boxes who are not familiar with 
the names and persons registered. 

Senator Van Cott wishes to create a police 
relief fund for members of the poliee force of 
the city of New-York. A bill introduced by him 
provides that the Treasurer ef the Police Board 
shall deduct from the pay of every member of 
the force for each month the sum of $1, and all 
moneys 80 deducted shall be paid into the polies 
relief fand. Upon the death of any member, of 
the force, after the passage of this act, there 
shall be paid to the heirs of the deceased the 
sum of $500 out of the fund. At the endof each 
year, after all olaims against the fund have 
been paid ana after $5,000 has been retained, 
the exeess, should there be any, shall pe paid 
into the police pension fund of the city. The 
Board of Police Commissioners shall, by virtue 
of their office, be Trustees of the relief fund, 
and the Treasurer of the board shall be the 
Treasurer of the fund, 

Senator Laughlin introduced a bill forbidding 
any railread corporation to charge more for 
freight carried any distance within this State 
than is charged over the same distance by the 
same road on through freight. No rebate shall 
be allowed. The penalty for the violation of 
the provisions of this actis from $1,000 to 
$5,000 for each offense. This bill is said to 
have come from the Commercial Exchange of 
Buffalo. 

Senator Vedder presented his old amendment 
to the Banking act which is aimed against trust 
companies. It provides that every Trson, 
firm, or corporation of‘anether State having 
residence or a principal office in this State 
shall annually report the amount of deposits 
and pay an annua) tax of three-eighths of 1 
per sent. on them, and if this provision is not 
complied with the Attorney-General is empow- 
ered to proceed against sueh person, firm, or 
‘association. 

A suspicious-looking bill was introduced by 
Senator Raines. Itis seemingly an attack on 
the State reservatien at Niagara Falls for the 
benefit of a private corporation te be known as 
the Niagara Fails Hydraulic Company. The 
company is authorized to erect and maintain 
under the Falls machinery for the generation 
of electricity, and to use such State lands as 
may be necessary for stringing their wires and 
laying pipes. After the company has secured 
this valuable franchise without any financial 
benefit to the State the Niagara Falle Commis- 
sioners are authorized to contract with it to 
light the park. Mr. Raines refused to say from 
whom the bill comes.

THE ORIMINAL’* INSANE. 


“SENATOR PIERCE’S BILL IS 
THE TABLE. 
ALBANY, March 14.—The Senate Committee on 
General Laws gave a hearing this afternoon to 
the Pierce bill, the general purpose of which is 
to discontinue the practice which has prevailed 
in this State since 1864 of confining insane 
persons charged with crime at the Auburn 
State Asyium for Insane Criminals. * 
Dr. Carlos V. MaoDonald, Superintendent of 
‘the Auburn Asylum, delivered. an extremely 
clear and convincing address against the pas- 
sage of the bill. It was in striking centrast to 
arguments offered by State Commissioner of 
Lunacy Samuel W. Smith in favor of the bill. 
Indeed the latter gentleman demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of all who listened to him that 
the State cannot be the loser if Mr. Mase’s bill 
establishing a State Commission of Lunacy and 


which was ordered to a third reading in the 
House te-day becomes a law. By its passage 
Dr. Smith would be legislated out of office. 

In the course of his address Dr. MacDonald 
said that the Pierce bill would repeal an im- 
portant law enacted. in 1884 upon the recom- 
mendation of a committee of the Legislature, 
ahd which was warmly indorsed by ali the 
asylum Superintendents of the State, as well as 
the boards of managers of such institutions, 
and has also been commended and followed by 
all the other States and countries where the 
making of separate provisiens for the criminal 
insane has be6n found necessary.’ Th State of 
Michigan, in which an asylum for insane crim- 
inals has recently been established, not only 
adopted the methods of this State, but has gone 
even a step further and provided by statutory 
enactment that insane cenvicts and insane 
criminals may be eommitted to that asylum on 
the order of a court, and that non-oriminal 
insane who are considered as dangerous and 
homicidal may also be confined there. These 
latter are Classified as dangerous lunatics. 

The highest authorities in the world on this 
subject are a unit in favor of adopting the ex- 
ample of New-York State in providing separate 
institutions for the care of criminal insane, - 

The law of this State as it now stands does 
not make it obligatory to send all who are ac- 

uitted of crime en the ground of yop A to 
the asylum for insane eriminals, but has wisely 
left the matter to the discretion of the courts. 

Dr. Smith thought that the law of 1884 was a 
retrogression and favored a return to tae law 
passed in 1874, which provided that criminal 
insane confined in either of the State lunatic 

ylums might, upon the application of any 

uperintendent of any asylum, be brought be- 
fore a Justice of the Supreme Court, who could 
order his removal to the State Lunatic Asylum 
for Insane Criminals at Auburn. At present 
there are 87 unconvicted insane mixed in with 
seme 150 eriminal ‘insane at this asylum. The 
committee voted. to table the bill indefinitely.

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LEGISLATION AT TRENTON. 





THE ASSEMBLY’S TIME. 

TRENTON, N. J. March 14.—The Demecrats 
-of the Senate are pushing their partisan schemes 
very actively, although they have but one ma- 
jority. The Demoerats of the House, with their 
majority of four, cannot compare in this respect 
with their fellow-statesmen in the western 
wing. * The debate in the Senate to-day over the 
Democratic : redistricting measure was much 
less spirited than was expected. Messrs. Nevins 
‘and Gardner, however, attacked the bill for the 
‘Republicans, and showed that in Camden Coun- 
ty one of the propesed ‘districts had 17,000 
population, another 71,000, and the third 
35,000. They called the bill a gerrymander of 
‘she worst sort. Senator Pfeffer of Camden said 


Assembiymen from that county, and that was 
all the bill gave them. .By a party vote of 11 
to 10 the measure was passed. By it the Dem- 
ocrats expect to elect 35 out of the 60 members 
of the House. ¥ 

The fate of the new liquor Dill is still as 
doubtful asever. A caucus of Democrats of the 
Heuse this morning showed.two absentees, 
Messrs. Bigelow of Essex and Nortonof Hud- 
son, with Mr. Potts of Monmouth refusing to 
vote for the bil. His oppesition to the measure 
arises from the action taken by his eonstituents. 
He represents Freehold and the country towns 
of Monmouth County. The leading Democrats 
of that district are strong temperance men and 
favor local option. They have used all their in- 
fluence with Mr. Potts to have him sustain the 
present law and vote against the Repeal bill. 

This condition of affairs made the postpone- 
ment of the bill for the week absolute neces- 
sary. Mr. O’Nelll’s bill, providing for the bridg- 
ing of Staten Island Sound at Tottenville and 
the bridging of the Kill von Knull between 
New-Brighton and Bayonne, has been made a 
speeial order by the House for next Tuesday.

BARILEIT TALES TO 
MEDIOAL MEN. 
SOME PITHY AND INTERESTING sUG- 
GESTIONS MADE TO THE SOCIETY 
OF MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. 

An interesting meeting of the Society of 
Medical Jurisprudence and State Medicine was 
held last night in the Buckingham Hotel. It 
was the sixty-first regular meeting of the socte- 
ty, and the rooms were filled with gentlemen 
delonging to both the medaicel and legal pro- 
fessions. Among them were Dr. Landon C, 
Gray, President of the society; Dr. BE. C. Spitz- 
ka, D. McLean Shaw, John H. Hull, Amos G. 
Bull, John O. Mott, George W. Van Slyck, D. C. 
‘Briggs, Dr. W.'A. Hume, Dr. Sellew, Dr. N. E. 
Brill, Dr. E. 8 Wood, Dr. A. M. Jacobus, Dr. 
Sydney F. Wilcox, A. J. Hammersley, B. L. 
Fairchild, Judge Groo, Henry Morrison, and 
Judge Hilliard. 

After the hearing of reports and other reutine 
business had been transacted, and after it had 
been announeed that the annual dinner of the 
seciety would be held on April 6, at the Hotel 
Marlborough, Broadway and Thirty-sixth- 
‘street, the guest of the evening, Juage Willard 


Bartlett of the New-York Supreme Court, was 
in uced and made the address of the even- 
ing, a paper on “Some Relations, of Scientific 
Experts to the Administration of the Law.” 

Judge Bartlett first spoke of medical experts 
used as witnesses in suits fer damages for in- 
juries received, and guve some practical hints 
as tohow they should act before juries, He 
considered it an unwise plan and one likely to 
prove detrimental to the case iu which he was 
interested for an expert. to act both as witness 
and adviser to counsel on his side, a8, no mat- 
ter how oareful and true his evidenee might be, 
ajury would be likely to regard as prejudiced a 
man whom they saw aiding counsel by suggcs- 
tions as to questions to be asked. 

“The attitude of the medieal man who is 
called upon to testify as an expert,” the speaker 
continued, ‘*should be, as nearly as possibie, 
one of abselute impartiality as between the liti- 
gants. He should be actuated selely by a desire 
to be true in his statements of fact and sound 
in his expressions of opinien. Many expert 
witnesses, particularly young men, are placed 
ata rape pete yg by cross-examining counsel, 
because of their apprehension that they may 
prejudice the case of the party who has called 
them if they give the answers which particular 
questions obviously require. Such’‘fears lead to 
evasions or objectionable responses, by reason 
of which causes are sometimes needlessly lost. 
The really qualifiea medical expert, who under- 
stands what he is testifying about and does not 
teatify about what he does not understand, has 
nothing t6 fear trom any cross-examiner, pre- 
vided the doctor is willing to answer the lawyer 
fairly and candidly.” 

Judge Bartlett talked of the physicians rezu- 
{ larly employed by railroads and other corpora- 

tions to look after suits for damages against 
them. He regarded their testimony as havin 
less weight before a jury than the evidence o 

hysicians called in fer particular cases only, 

ecause a jury might be excused for thinking 
thatif a physician so employed were to testify 
adversely to the interests of his employers his 
future term of service would not be a long 
one, But he had no diaposition to criticise rail- 
road companies or other corporations upon 
whose property accidents are liable to occur for

employing physicians to protect them against 
false or exaggerated Claims on account of per- 
sonal injuries. Indeed, he said they were in- 
strumental in procuring the adjustment of well- 
founded claims, and no doubt hundreds of suits 
are settled every year upon the recommenda 
a of the medical advisers of railway corpora- 
ons. 

The part acted by physicians in the commit- 
ment of persons believed to be insane was next 
touched upon by Judge Bartlett. He spoke of 
the provisions of the statute which provides 
that no person can be committed to an insane 
asylum, public or private, exeept upon the 
sworn statement of two physicians as to the 
insanity of such a person, and he eontinued: 

It has been urged that a physician who pos- 
sesses merely the statutory qualifications is not 
really qualitied at all to say whether a person is in- 
sane or not, and that a layman could form an opin- 
ion just as valuable. But probably very few Cases 
occur in which a.certificate of lunacy is given by a 
physician who does not know semething more about 
insanity than is necessarily impliea in the simple 
statement that he has practiced medicine three 
years. And itis to be observed that the certificate 
of which we are speaking is not a final determina- 
tion that the person whom it soncerns is insane. 
It is more like a complaint, containing a statement 
of facts which if true authorize a temporary 
‘detention, at least, of the person against whom the 
-complaintis made. The law contemplates a further 
inquiry into the mental condition of the alleged 
lunatic, either by a commission de lunatico in- 
quirendo, the medical member of which can be a 
specialist, or before a — in open court, where 
specialists can be called as witnesses. In -view of 
the purpese of the certificate, the requirement that 
it must be concurred in by two physicians and ap- 
proved by a Judge, and the fact,that itis not final 
, or conclusive, I doubt the expediency of changin 
‘ the law so as to demand evidence of greater specia 
knowledge on the part of physicians before permit- 
ting them to act as examiners in iunacy.” 

* Notwithstanding the laxity which I have 
criticised,’’ the Judge went on, “I know of no 

reason to suppose that there is a single 
sane person held in restraint as a lunatic to-day 
under the laws of the State of New-York. The 
popular distrust of the management of lunatic 
asylums, however, has aiways been so great, 
and the horrors attending the incareeration of a 
sane person in a madhouse appeal so vividly to 
the imagination, that the State could well 
afford to do something to assure the public from 
time to time that none but lunatics are pris- 
onere in these institutions, This might be ac- 
complished through the supervision of the 
courts, to whese care the interests 
of all persons of unsound mind. are 
expressly cemmitied by statute. If “in each of 
the five judicial departments into which the 
State is divided the Supreme Court were em- 
powered to appoint a quaiifiea expert in insani- 
ty every year whose duty it should be personal- 
ly to examine every person imprisoned asa 
lunatic within that department, and report the 
results of his examination to the court, it would 
be rendered tolerably certain that no abuses 
were being perpetrated, and the assurance 
would be worth all it might cost in the way of 
compensation to the five physicians for their 
services,” 

Judge Bartlett eoncluded his address by al- 
luding to the part which physicians will take 
in the enactment of the new law providing for 
the infliction of capital punishment by elec- 
tricity, and of the difficulties whieh solemtists 
would have to overcome before that law could 
be successfully enforced, and it was obvious 
that if the new system is to be successful it 
can only be made so by the intelligence ana ef- 
fort ef scientific experts. 

The eoncluding sentence in Judge Bartiett’s 
address might, with propriety, be referred to 
the lawmakers at Albany. 

“Singularly enough,” he sald, ‘the people are 
not to be informed in what manner the new 
method works—at least, not through the agency 
of the press. The Legislature has resolved upon 
one of the most important changes in the 
method of inflicting the death penalty which has 
ever been attempted in any civilized country, 
and yet has forbidden the newspapers from pub- 
lishing any account of the details of an execu- 
tion under the new law, beyond a simple state- 
ment of the fact that the convict was duly ex- 
ecuted. I think the propriety of this prohibi- 
tion 1s open to grave doubt, irrespective of any 

uestien as to the liberty of the press. The en- 

eavor to repress publications which tend to 
cultivate a morbid and idle curiosity shoula not 
be carried so far as to prevent the peopie from 
readily finding out how their own laws are ad- 
ministered in respect to the gravest offense of 
which these laws take cognizance.” 

Judge Bartlett resumed his seat amid much 
appiause, and Dr. Gray called for a general 
discussion of the subjects brought up in the 
paper justread. Mr. Joha O. Mott was the first 
to respond, and spoke strongly in condemna- 
tion of what he called “experimenting upon 
human beings” in establishing the system of 
execution by electricity. That electricity would 
kill had unfortunately been only too well 
demonstrated, as when broken electric wires 
Game in contact with unwary persons on the 
street, but whether the “ machine” constructed 
tor the exeoution of criminals would act satis- 
tactorily or not was largely a matter of deubt. 

Judge Hilliard spoke of the suit for damages 
portion of Judge Bartlett’s paper. He said that 
the purpose of such suits ougnt to be to develop 
the actual facts, but that it really was generally 
a grab for money. The suits became simply 
fenciag exhibitions between lawyers and law- 

ers and doctors and doctors, and the speaker 

lieved that a little more honesty, a little more 
manhood, displayed in the members of both pro- 
Ttessions in such cases would be a great gain.

THE MARKET INQUISITION. 


CHIEF CLERK GRAHAM W’ADAM STILL 
CONFINED TO HIS HOUSE. 

There were no exciting disclosures in the 
West Washington Market inquiry yesterday. A 
number of witnesses were examined, but thoy 
had little of interest to tell. One of them intro- 
duced Charles Philipsen again as a person who 
had or ome to have influence over the 
distribution of market stands, but the witness 
disclaimed having benefited by Philipsen’s 
assistance. Clerk Graham McAdam, who has 
Deén assailed by Philipsen, was not present at 
the inquiry. Ho was said to be at home sick. 

The first witness was John Hanley. He and 
his brotber have five market stands. They 
originally got stands in a situation that did not 


a them. Philipsen suggested that per- 
aps be could help them to get to Thirteenth- 
avenue by introducing them to his friend, 
James J. Keiso, The witness went to the Con- 
troller’s oftice with Philipsen, but did 
not see Kelso.

on the stairs, and Philipsen introduced 
the witness to him. he witness was 
subsequently infermed by Philipsen that 


the change of stands would be made. It was 
not made, 80 Philipsen was dropped: 
and the Hanleys bad recourse to a friend 
mamed Reilly, who procured the services of 
Lawyer Dunn, who hadan office in the same 
building with the Controller. Then the change 
was effected. Mr;.Dunn, being .‘‘ a gentleman,” 
received no money feom the witness, nor did 
the wituess know him. He was afriendof Mr. 
Reilly. Mr. Hanley was certain he had paid 
no money for stands. He remembered that he 
had told Philipsen hé would net give a cent, 
but he could not remember what Philipsen had 
said to evoke the remark from him. Mr.. Han- 
ley’s brother was subpcenaed to tell if he knew 
anything about the payment of money for the 
stands, 

‘Mr. F. R. Coudert, special counsel to Con- 
troller Myors, presented to the Commissioners 
of Accounts a letter the Controller had received 
trom his elerk, ex-Coroyer Woltman, who has 
been charged with receiving money for his 
services in procuring stands for marketmen. 
Clerk Woltman wrote that he was sick in Belle- 
vue Hospital, but that he would like to give 
testimony in denial.ef the statements made 
against him. A doctor's certificate to the effect 
that he was unable to appear for examination 
aceom panied his letter. 

William H. Haynes, a New-Jerseyman, who 
has a stand, told how hard a time he had to get 
it. He saw Messrs. Kelso and Woltman repeat- 
edly, and also Mr. McAdam, without getting 
any satisfaction. He heard it rumored that 
money must be paid for atands, and he spoke of 
it to Mr. McAdam, who told him the rumor was 
untrue. Finally he got astand, and Mr. Mo- 
Adam told him he ought to be thankfal. He 
paid no money, and he never heard any one 
admit having paid money for a stand. 

Mayer Meyer paid nomoney for his privileges, 
but he was one of the contributors to the polit- 
ieal fund given to Superintendent Kelso by 
marketmen prior to the last election. 

John Gallagher told a strange story of how he 
had been made anxious and’ unbappy by ex- 
Coroner Woltman and Graham MoAdam. Al- 
though he lived in his stand in the old market, 
he had been falsely represented to the Con- 
troller by Woltman as a Jerseyman, He had to 
prove that he was a voter in this city. Mr. Mo- 
Adam told him repeatedly that ali the stands 
were gone and he could not get one, but he 
finally did get one. He paid no money for it. 

Mr. McAdam will probably be examined again 
to-day, although his brother said yesterday he 
was not fit to stand examination, and his coun- 
sel, Peter Mitchell, asserted that he should not 
be recalled until all the other testimony was in.

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NEW RAPID TRANSIT PLANS 
MAYOR GRANTS BILL SENT 

TO ALBANY. —— 
‘T PROVIDES FOR THE APPOINTMENT 
OF FIVE COMMISSIONERS AND THE 


PUBLIC SALE OF THE FRANQHISE. 


A bill, whose sponsors profess to believe 
will solve the question of rapid transit in this 
elty. was sent to Albany last night to be intro- 
fluced in the Legislature. Corporation Connsel 
Beekman, whe drew it at the request ef Mayor 
Grant, took if to the eapital. He will have it 
introduced in beth honses to-day. Itis imtend- 
ed to amend, in many particulars, the Rapid 
Transit act of 1875, as that act now stands 
with the amendments passed on June 10, 1881, 
and July 1, 1882. 

The title of Corperation Counsel Beekman’s 
bill seems to be defective. It is: “An act to 
amend and supplementary to an act entitled 
‘An act further to provide for the construetion 
and operation of a steam railway or railways in 
the counties of the State,’ passed June 18, 1875, 
and the two acts amendatery and supplement 
ary thereof,” &c. The defect lies in the implica- 
tion that steam railways are the only ones by 
whieh rapid transit may be ettected, thus put- 
ting aside all other kinds of motive power. If 
this is really a aefect, as it seems to be to the 
lay mind, it can easily be remedied by amenda- 
ment. 

Respecting the bill Mayer Grant said ist 
bight: “It may be subject to objections and a 
consequent modification of some of its pro- 


visions. My aim is to secure the passage of 
6uch an act as will merit public confidence and 
secure to the people of New-York City a speedy, 
durable, and safe mode of transit from the lower 
to the upper part of New-York. I believe that 
ho scheme can be successful unless it has the 
popular approval, and I am very anxious that 
each and ali the provisions of this bill should 
receive the widest and fullest discussion, in 

rder that such amendments may be proposed 

8 will fully perfeet the measure. I am advised 
by the Corporation Counsel that the bill as 
drawn is both constitutional and practical, 
and, if passed, will meet all the requirements 
pf the situation. The only idea to which I am 
eommitted is that the eitizens of New-York 
ehall have real rapid transit as speedily as it 
tan be accomplished.” 

The first amendment by the bill is to the first 
section of the old Rapid Transit act. Under 
that section the Mayor ofacity or the Super- 
Visors of a8 county may, on the verified deciara- 
tion of 50 taxpayers that thero is a need of a 
railway of railways, appoint five Oommission- 
ers to Getermine whetber such railway or rail- 
ways should be censtructed, and to do other 
toings provided fer in the act. The new act 
? rovides that the Mayor of any city of a million 
‘7 more imhabitants: may appoint such 
Sommissioners without the intervention of 
sjaxpayers, and that not more than 
three of the Commissioners need be residents of 
the county in whieh that city is situated. The 
objects of these amendments are, as explained 
by Corporation Counsel Beekman, * to give the 
utmost freedom of action to the Mayor in set- 
ting in operation the provisions of law under 
which a rapid-transit scheme, which shall be 
for the benefit of the people of the city, may be 
initiated, deliberated upon, adopted, and con- 
structed. In order that he may havé the largest 
measure of liberty in securing the best expert 
services obtainable upon tne commission, he is 
relieved in the case of two of the Commissioners 
from the necessity of choosing them from resi- 
dents of the county.” 

The Commissioners are to determine the need 
of such railroads within 30 days after their 
organization, and if they find such a railway or 
railways to be necessary they are to determine 
the route or routes within 60 days. A new 
power is givén to tho Commissioners to lay out 
routes through the bloeks between streets and 
avenues, and thus across public as well as pri- 
vate land, The streets and avenues excepted 
from railway usesin the original act are ex- 
cepted in the new one, but routes may be laid 
‘across them. On completing their plan or plans 
the Cemmissioners must certify them to the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners of this city, 











snd it the latter de not approve them, 
shey must be recensidered, ohanged, and 
modified. On the  finalg adoption of 


their plans the Commissioners shall fix the time, 
within which the construction of.the railways 
must be commenced, as well as that in which 
they must be eoustructed and made ready for 
operation. They are next to determine the 
amount of annual cempensation to be paid into 
the City Treasury for the use of the rail- 
toad routes, and they are authorized 
either to fix upon a specific amount or 
preseribe a method by which the an- 
nual amount is ascertainable. Respecting 
this, Corporation Counsel Beekman said: 
** Tho reason why this previsionis not made more 
specific is that the measures of compensation 
must, from the nature of the ease, De very dif- 
terent where the rights aro located through the 
blocks from the case where the routes are 
located through and along the public streets of 
the city. "The question, therefore, is one which 
must be left largely tothe discretion of the 
Commissioners after they have determined 
upon the reutes. As an inducement te the com- 
pany operating the road to reduce its fares 
authority is given to the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund, upon any such reduction in fares, 
being made, to reduce in the same proportion 
the annual amount so required to be paid by 
the company into the Oity Treasury.” 

It is made the duty of the Commissioners to 
prepare articles of appropriation for the com- 
pany which shall use the routes, but these are 
to be subject to the approvai of the Sinking 
fund Board. That board must preeure the 
eonsent of property owners to the construction 
of the railways, or else the favorable judgment 
of Commissioners appointed by the Supreme 
Court. The bill also nakes itthe duty.of the 
Sinking Fund Board to procure from the local au- 

: thorities—the Boardof Aldermen—tbelr consent 
to the ugg of the streets. Having procured this 
consent, they are to sell the franchises and priv- 
fleges to the highest bidder at public auction; 
but they may in their diseretion reject ali bids, 
and continue to put up the franchises and priv- 
lleges for sale untila satisfactory bid shail have 
been made. This is to prevent a combination 
adverse to the city’s interest. Within 60 days 
after the acceptance of the bid the purchasers 
must file with the Mayor’s Commissioners a 
subscription list of not less than 25 persons to 
the whole capital stock of the projected com- 
pany. Then the Commissioners must formally 
organize the company. 

To meet the expenses of the Mayor’s Commis- 
sioners the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment is authorized to apprepriate money, and 
the same board is also to determine the com- 
pensation of the Commissioners. This money 
as well as any expenses incurred by the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners in the sale of the franchise 
must be reimoursed to the city by the railroad 
cempany. And before the company shall be 
vested with any right to enter upon any ave- 
nue, street, or lane it must deposit with 
a@ trust seompany designated by ~ the 
Mayor an ameunt of money eq#al to 
the estimated aggregate, pecuniary dam- 
age to abutting preperty, as ascertained 
by the Commissioners, or else negotiable secu- 
rities that will predace that sum. The bill pro- 
vides thatit shatl not be lawful for any com- 
pany organized under any other act to construct 
a steam railway upon St. Nicholas-avenue or 
any of the boulevards, and by implication 
opens these thoroughfares to the company or 
companies to be organized under its own pro- 
visions. 

Sveaking generally of the bill, Corporation 
Counsel Beekman said last night: 

“The echeme of the bill is te provide for the cre- 
ation exclusively through the intervention of pub- 
lic offices of a franchise for the operation of. rail- 
ways especially adapted to meet the public demand 
for rapid transit in tne city. 

“The intervention of the Sinking Fund Commis. - 
sioners is devised for the purpose of having thé 
action of the Rapid Transit Vommissioners brought 
directly under the supervision of the municipal au- 
thorities, who especially represent the interests of 
and are’ responsible directly to the people of the 


oity, 

* Under such a system as this the locatien of the 
routes a3 well as the articles of association under 
which the company which is to operate the road 
must be organized are located and prepared en- 
tirely under intluences favorable te the proper pro- 
tection of such interests. : 

‘The provision for the application by the Sink- 
ing Fuud Commissioner to the Board of Aldermen 
and to the property owners for the consents te t 
operation of the road which the Constitution of the 
State requires to be obtained, sabstitutes the pub- 
lic in the place of a private corporation as the ap- 
plicants for such consents. Theadvantage of such 
a situation as this must be opvious. 

“The provision for the sale of the franchise 
which has thus been created exclusively through 
public agencies affords a guarantee net only that 
the city will realize the true value of the franchise, 
but alse that no favoritism can be shown in the se- 
lection of these who are to conduct the road. It 
also achieves another object. Until such sale has 
been actually made it is absqlutely uncertain who 
the persons are to be by om the road is to be 
operated, and those erate influences, therefore, 
which in securing franchises from the city have 
been found to operate disadvantageo tw the 
public interests eannot be exercised. 

“To sum up, the bill enables the city, through its 
Own agents, to create the franchise, makes it public 
property in the hands of the city, and. provides for 

rivate agencies in its operation only after the olty 

as determined upon and approved of the road 
whioh is to be built and —— its routes, plans 
for its construction. and the terms and eonditions 
ot the charter under which the operating corpora- 
tion is to derive its power.”’ 

In cenclusion Mr. Beekman said that Mayor 
Grant and he would be giad to receive sugges- 
tions respecting the bill and honest criticism of 
its features. F

RATES OF HXPRESSAGE. 
EFFORTS OF THE SEVERAL COMPANIES 
TO MAKE A UNIFORM SCHEDULE. 
With the advent of the new. year efforts 


were made by the management of the eight 
leading express companies to pu§ an end to the 





a year, and in the course of which shippers of 
small-bulk merchandise from this olty had en- 
joyed a condition of things before unheard of. 
To an indefinite number of junction points the 
rates had been out lower relatively than the 
most bizarre of full-dress costumes—so low, in 
fact, that shippers could, as to a large classiti- 
cation ef goods, ship cheaper by express than 
by freight, netwithstanding the alfferences in 
time of delivery. : 

In January, however, one of the companies 
proposed a conférenee, which was held. It was 
ther found that each company was willing to 
call off its dogs of war instanter and leave the 


adjudication of their differences to & congress 
to which they should all send delegates. 

Peace at any price was the universal and 
eontrolling sentiment, and ouce this Was ascer- 
tained a circular, general in terms but emanat- 
ing from eaeh of the sight companies, was is- 
sued under date of Feb. 2, simply notifying 
station agents that the generai schedule of 
ratesin force May 1, 1886, had been restored. 
This proved a little too precipitous, and upon 
further consideragion another circular was is- 
sued, just a week later, specifying that an 
agreement had been ontered into between the 
Adams, American, United States, Wells, Farge 
& Co., Southern, National, Baltimore and Ohio, 
and Pacific Express Companies, by which thé 
rate Of May 1, 1386, should gointo immediate 
effect, an@ be carried out without any deviation 
by abatements in weights, drawbaoks, or esti- 
mated weights; that the practice of aggregating 
weights on packages otherwise than as speci- 
fied in the schedule should cease; that the high- 
est rate, in case of difference of opinion among 
the agents at Common points, should be the 
controlling rate, aud that all time contracts and 
agreements that eonfiicted with the schedule 
rates should be terminated upon 10 days’ notice 
to the parties to the contract. 

A schedule of temporary rates to distant 
common paints from Bosten and New-York was 
also hastily — up and promulæatod. as 
follows: Ye Buffalo and Roehester, $1 25; to 
Pittsburg, $1 50; to Cleveinnd, Youngstown, 
and Columbus, $1 75; to Cincinnati, Dayton, 
and Tolede, $2; to Detroit, $225; to Chicago, 
Indianupolis, and Louisville, $2 50; to Mil- 
waukee and St. Louts, $3; to Missouri River 
points, including 8t. Paul and Minneapolis, 
$4 50; to Denver, Colorado Springs, Cheyenne, 
Pueblo, and Trinidad, $8 50; te Ogden and 
Salt Lake City, $10 50; to Helena and Butte, 
$11 50, and to through way-billing Pacific 
coast peints, ivoluding Portland, $14. The 
rate from Chicago to Missouri Kiver points, 
including St. Paul and Minneapolis, was uxed 
at the same time at $2 50. 

At the same meeting of the Presidents of the 
companies named it was agreed that the prepa- 
ration of a new rate schedule and classification 
of treiaht should be prepared at as early a date 
as pessible; and toinsure perfect frankness in 
its preparation and as comprehensive know!l- 
edge as could’ be breught to bear in the 
matter a congress of the General and 
Division Superintendents of all the companies 
was resolved upon. This effort at harmonious 
action was nos intended to be a mere temporary 
affair, but, with the instinct of seif-preservation 
and a mutual feeling that the fignt, if any there 
need be, should be levied against the public 
the eompanies resolved upon laying the founda- 
tions of a long peace, 

The sessions of the Cengress of Superintend- 

ents began its sittings about the middie of Feb- 
ruary and continued until last Friday, when a 
series of reports was submitted to the President 
and Board of Directors of each of the compa- 
nies named, ehowing in general upon what 
matters the congress had unanimously agresd, 
and making special reports upon a multiplicity 
of matters upon which they were unable to 
reach & unanimous conclusion. Their work had 
embraced every conceivable detail eonnected 
with the fixing of rates andof a system of 
average weights upon such standard articles as 
egg crates, butter firkine, fruit packages, milk 
cans, vegetable crates, and the like. During 
this week the Boards of Directors of the com- 
panies have been giving their time ehiefly to 
the consideration of the reports made by the 
Congress of Superintendents. The officers of 
each separate company have, it is now said, re- 
ported back with their conclusions ana direo- 
tions to their respective representatives in the 
congress, and that body will convere again at 
an early day and compare notes upon the mat- 
ters still in abeyance. 
Eneugh has been accomplished, it 1s said, to 
insure the return to a comprehensive, new, aud 
complete schedule, stiffer in many of its pro- 
visions and exactions than any that the ship- 
pers and merchants of this country have bad to 
contend with for many along day. Particular 
stress has been laid upon the fact that the rail- 
road express companies have carried trunks

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THE FIGHT IN PRESIDENT KENT’s ASSO- 
CIATION: GOES MEKRILY ON. 

There was no. cessation yesterday in the 
owarfare of the factions inte which the members 
‘of the Mutual Benefit Life Association of 
América are divided. Both sides were whetting 
their Knives for further strife, Vice-President 
Clinton B. Fisk has turned over to the Insurance 
Uommissioner the report he was prevented from 
Aelivyering at the annual meeting on Wednesday, 
and Anthony Comstock is preparing affidavits 
tobe filed with the insurance authorities er the 
Attorney General, or both, Gen. Fisk and Mr. 
Comstock said yesterday that they had received 
Many calls and letters from policy holders, 
commending their action in exposing the al- 
leged irregularities, and calling loudly for the 


removal of President Kent. The whole story of 
the irregularities, they ‘said, has not yet been 
made, public, and they charge that at least 
$50, has been misapprepriated in one way. 
_oYr another. 

On the other hand, President Kent’s friends 
aesert very positively that there has been no 
wrongdoing whatever, . and Secretary W. L 
Gardner, who was the spokesman at the office 
in the Stewart Builaing yesterday, denied 
nearly everything charged by Gen. Fisk and 
Mr. ,Comatook. 

A meeting of the new Beardof Directors 
has been called for this afternoon at 1 o’slock. 
When ex-Controller Edward V. Loew recoived 
his notification yesterday, he said he would not 
attend the meeting. He would not serve as a 
Director till the insuranee authorities could 
give the assseciation a clean bill of health, : 

President Kent has been ili with tonsilitis for 
several days, and Secretary Gardner said he 
came to the annual meeting.only because it was 
represented that fear and not illness would be 
taken ‘is the cause of his absence if he failed to 
appear. Whether he would attend to-day’s 
meeting or not was uncertain, as the exertion 
of presiding at the stormy session of Wednes- 
day hadageravated his disease, 

President Kent’s explanation of the alleged 
irregulurities is this: When the association was 
aterted withonly a few members he was the 
head and sboulders of the organization. He 
put money inte the business from time to time 
till there was $3,500 to his credit, as he sup- 
posed. He went to Europe.with the under- 
standing that he could draw for that amount 
on the association. On his return he was in- 
forméd that there was some mistake and that 
he had overdrawp his account. An investiga- 
tion followed, and it was discovered thut he had 
overdrawn it to the amount of $9,000. To cover 
this he gave a second mortgage on his house. 
When the Insurance Department objected to 
this he got Edward Y. Loew, a relative of his, 
to take up the mortgage. The alleged denoit in 
the mortuary fund, it}is claimed, is only appar- 
ent. Policyhoiders pay their dues in cheoks, 
which sre turned into the general fund, ana the 
apportionment between the mortuary fund and 
other accounts is madé in lump sums at the end 
of the month, 

The act of the new Boara of Directorsin sus- 
pendingjF. H. Calkins, the Financial Secretary, is 
severely criticised by the oppositjon. It is 
avérred, as one reason for the suspension, that 
he has collected larze amounts of money be- 
longing te the association and deposited them 
to his personal account, Secretary Gardner 
says insubordination was another reason [or 
the suspension. Gen. Fisk says the young man 
would have been sutomarily removed through 
the efforts of Messrs, Kent ana Gardner but for 
the efforts of himself and two Directors in the 
interest of fair play. Calkins, he added was 
the person through whom some of the Prosi- 
dent’s alleged irregularities werediscovered,and 
Kent had always been hostile to him for that 
reasen. 

As to the charge that President Kent's wife, 
mother, and mother-in-law had policies om 
which they paid nothing, Secretary Gardner 
says that similar policies were held in the 
names “f Gen. Iisk’s relatives and felatives ef 
other officers. The Directors have now discon- 
tinued this practice. 

Conspiracy is freely charged against each side 
by the other. One result is the threat of W. H. 
Oakley, after his resignation as a Director, to 
close the association’s account at the City Na- 
tional Bank, of whieh he is President. Mr. 
Kent, Gen. Fisk says, combined forees with 
Gardner to oust all Directors who had been 
pressing the investigation, and now, says the 
General, Gardner tells his friends that he in- 
tends to oust Kent next year because the latter 
sought his removal as Secretary two years ago.

FARADMEMKGS. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR HANDLING THE 
DIVISION OF VETERANS. 

As an auxiliary to the regularly-organized 
forces of the United States Army and Navy and 
the National Guard of the several States which 
are to take part in the centennial parade on 
April 30, the Grand Army of the Republic, repre- 
sented by the various posts in New-York and 
Brooklyn and the Central and Western paris of 
New-York, is to constitute a division. This 
body of old soldiers will comprise the left wing 
of the-military procession. Its Grand Marshal, 
Ool. William D. Walton, isa veteran of the war 
of the rebellion, and formerly was Lieutenant- 


Colonel of the: now disbanded Eleventh 
Regiment of the National Guard. Col. 
Walton has appointed Capt. Elam T. Goodrich 
his chief of staff and Adjutant-Genieral of the 
Grand Army on that occasion. Headquarters 
has been established at the Union-Square Hotel, 
where Comrade Joln J. Symes, Secretary of the 
Committee of Arrangements, is daily in attend- 
auce. ‘To defray the expenses of the Grand 
Army $20,000 has been appropriated by the 
Legislature. This sum has, been lodged in the 
hands of the Council of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, which will pass upon and pay all bills 
certified as legitimate expenses in connection 
with the parade. ° 

Of the posts in New-York and Brooklyn itis 
expected that between 60 and 70 will parade 
with full ranks. These, with the out-of-town 
organizations which have already signified their 
intention of participating in the celebration, 

ill probably aggregate between 8,000 and 
10,000 men. 

It was originally proposed by Grand Mar- 
shal Walton to depart essentially from the 
customary plan of Grand Army parades and 
form the participating posts in regiments and 
brigades, assigning to each General officers, 
Colonels, Majors, and staff officers. But it 
was found that there were so many diverse 
interests to be consulted that this plan was im- 
practisable. Each Commander of a post pre- 
ferred remaining with his organization. Con- 
sequently, it has been determined by Col. Wal- 
ton to order the posts to parade in due military 
form, fronts of 16 men, in single rank, and at 
half-distance or elose-column formation. This 
formation will overcome the objection of strar- 
gling urged against the Grand Army, and will 
ineure the parade passing before President Har- 
rison within a reasonable time. 


NO SERIOUS FAULT FOUND. 

The expert committee appointed by the 
Kiags County Board of Supervisors to investi- 
gate the charges of fraud in the constructien of 
the St. Johnland sewer filed areport yesterday 
to the effect that the allegations were un- 
founded. The report says that the contractor 
has furnished the eounty with a sewer system 


which in all essential particulars is well con- 
structed. Portions of the sewer, however, differ 
from the specifieations. For the changes James 
F. Carey, the engineer in charge, assumes the 
responsibility and says that they have improved 
the system, The statements of Contractor 
Freel that the work was generally well done, 
the eommittee says, 1s borne out by she facts. 
Such defects as appear, it reports, are of trifling 
importance and could easily have been avoided 
by proper inspection as the work progressed, 

After referring this report to a committee the 
Supervisors reeeived a request from ex-County 
Clerk John M. Ranken for permission to with- 
draw hia bill ef $18,500 for correction. Per- 
mission was refused by a voteof 13 to 18, one 
Demoerat, Mr. Kellar, voting against Ranken’s 
petition. Several speeches were made exprésa- 
ing belief in Ranken's honesty.

SELECTING ARMORY SITES. 





THE RE IS NEED OF KEEPING SOME OF 


THE REGIMENTS DOWN TOWN, 

The Committee on Sites of the Armory 
Board reported to that board yesterday that 
there are now as many militia regiments quar 
tered or having quarters prepared fer them 
above Fifty-ninth-street as ought to be sent up 
to that part of the city. In case of trouble ne- 
cessitating the use of troops g€own town much 


valuable time would, in the opinion of the com- 
Wittee, be lost in moving thew. 

The committee proposed that armortes for the 
Ninth and Sixty-ninth Regiments sheuld be es- 
tablished below Fifty-ninth-street, It suggested 
several good armory sites to the board tor con- 
sideration. One site -for an armory for the 
Ninth Regiment, proposed by the committee, is 
a plot of ground long.used as a Corporation 


> Yard, running from Twenty-ninth to Thirtieth 


street, between Sixth and Seventh avenues. 
The other is that on which the armory of 
the Twenty-seeond Regiment has long stood 
in Fourteenth-street, just west of Sixth- 
avenue, with the ‘addition of two lots 
to the eastward of that armory. Tax 
Commissioner Coleman informed the board 
that Col, Seward of the Ninth Regiment was op- 
posed to the purchase of the Thirtieth-street 
site, on the theory that the neighborhood was 
not attractive to citizen soldiers. Col. Seward, 
the Commissioner said, would prefer an armory 
in Harlem. Failing to get this, he would be 
fairly well pleased with one at Thirty-fourth 
street and Lexington-avenue. Finally, he would 
accept one in West Feurteenth-strees ~ 

As for the Sixty-ninth Regiment, the Commit- 
tee on Sites reported that it was proposed to 
extend the present armory in Tompkins Market 
to the castward over the land now ocoupied for 
a petty street knewn as Hall-place. 

ayor Grant remarked that this was prob- 

ably impraeticable as, so far as he could make 
out, there was nO power In @ loeal beard to 
Glose a street. The board decided to ask the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel on this ques- 
tion and deferred action on the Ninth Regiment 
Armory matter. Thereis a progressive party in 
the Sixty-ninth Regiment that will not be satis- 
fied with an enlargement of the present armory. 
This party would prefer to have an armory in 
Fourteenth-street, believing that interest in 
the regiment would be increased by the change. 

The board ordered the temporary armory at 
Breadway and Forty-fourth-street, now occu- 
piea by the Seventy-tirst Regiment, to be leased 
tor another year if it could be proeured for not 
more than $18,000. ,

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KEEPS TRIAL NEARLY BNDED. 


COL. ROBERT G. INGERSOLL SUMMED UP 
FOR THE DEFENDANT YESTERDAY. 
The trial of Thomas B. Kerr on the 

charge of being party to the bribery of the 

Board of Aldermen of 1884 was brought very 

near its elose yesterday. With the exception 

of a few minutes. to be consumed by District 

Attorney Fellows in his summing up, the case 

was ready to be given to the jury by Judge 

Daniels. 

before Col. Fellows’s address was finished, and 

the Judge released the wearied jury until this 
morning at 10 o’cloek. The day’s proceedings 
were begun by the reception of the evidence 
of ex-Alderman Wendel. He denied knowleage 


of the alleged meetings of the “eombine”’ at 
MeLoughiin’s house, spoke of the early-morn- 
ing meeting as one calied to avoid injunctions, 
and deciared that he voted for the Broadway 
Road because he thought such action was for 
the beat interests of the pubilie, 

Col}. Ingersoll began his summing up for the de- 
fenee in the presence of Mrs. Ingersoll, his two 
pretty daughters, and an audience which com- 
pletely tilled the court room. He confined his 
usual oratorical flights within the bounds of the 
evidence, and although those familiar outbursts 
were scarce yesterday, he succeeded in holding 
the attention of both jury and on-lookers for 
nearly three hours. He spoke of the great mass 
of testimony which had been offered by the 
prosecution, and characterized the testimony 
of Mr. Townsend, tne expert accountant, as too 
certain, ‘‘When aman is dead sure abouta thing,” 
the speaker said, *‘then I am certain that he 
has made a big mistake, and that he isn’t sure 
about it at all.” He spoke of the pumping of 
the informers by District Attorney Martine and 
his assistants as ‘‘ the work of three spiders on 
defenseless filles who had been entangled ina 
net spun out of the spiders’ internal sonsclous-

TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
has stirred up many ef its patrons lately by de- 
fects in its local service. They complain that 
not only are important telegrams delayed, but 
that it is impossible to get satisfactory expiana- 
tions at the executive offices of tha. company. 

“The city service is outrageou:,” exclaimed 
an irate citizen yesterday. & “ I have repeatedly 
tried’ to get messages by wire to my home in 
Fforty-third-street, and the average time having 
been four hours, I now employ messengers. 
They are proverbially slow, but the slowest boy 
can make better time than the Western Union.” 

D. De Lara Fibel of 77 Eust One Hundred and 
Y'wenty-first-street has a grievance. He has 
several, in fact. On Feb. 25, a little after 6 
o’elock in the afternoon, he filed a message at 
the branch office of the telegraph company on 
the Fall Rivor steansboat pier. The message 
was to his mother in Harlem making an ap- 
pointment at Eighth-avenue and One Hundred 
and I'wenty-fifth-street for 10 o’clock the fol- 
lowing morning. They had some legal busi- 
ness to transact and were going to consult 
ailawyer. Thetelegram reached its destination 
at noon on Feb. 26, 18 hours after being filed 
and 245 hours after the proposed appointment 
between Mr. Fibel and his mother. In the 
transmission of the dispatch the name was 
altered to “Tibell.” The sireet address was 
preserved.

Another was 
garbled, he says, so that he was forced to pay a 
large sum of money.
